AN EXUBERANT and starstruck 
Dame Kelly Holmes has spoken of 
her “awesome” evening in Downing 
Street at the week’s most exclusive 
dinner party 

The Pembury-bom Olympic champion was 
seated at the top table with the Prime 
Minister’s wife Sarah Brown and next to First 
Lady Michelle Obama at a dinner on 
Wednesday to celebrate the G20 summit. 

“I do not tend to get overwhelmed in situa¬ 
tions because I’ve had so many great opportu¬ 
nities,” Dame Kelly told Kent on Sunday. 

“But I thought, ‘I’m going to spend a whole 
dinner with the First Lady of the United 
States’. And with the history of it all - it’s big¬ 
ger than just meeting the First Lady.” 

The Athens 2004 double gold medal winner, 
from Hildenborough, was among celebrity 
guests from the worlds of fashion, sports, busi¬ 
ness and the arts invited to Downing Street to 
enjoy a meal cooked by Jamie Oliver for the 
spouses of the world’s most powerful leaders. 

But Dame Kelly did not have to worry about 
what to say to the wife of Barack Obama, who 
made history when he became the first African 


American president of the United States - and 
the most powerful politician in the world - 
when he took the oath of office in January. 

“She was a lovely woman, beautiful and 
warm,” Dame Kelly, 38, said. “She is really tall, 
but elegant with it. 

“I thought, What am I going to say to her?’ 
but she was really engaging.” 

The women soon found shared interests 
including mentoring programmes for young 


people. Dame Kelly said: “She was talking 
about helping military families and I have a 
military background. 

‘We spoke about Chicago and the city poten¬ 
tially getting the 2016 Olympics, and I asked 
if she was looking forward to the 2012 
Olympics. She said yes, of course. 

“I think [the Obamas] just want to make a 
difference and now she is in this situation I 
think she is still quite overwhelmed.” 


Harry Potter author J K Rowling was also at 
Dame Kelly’s table, along with the First Lady 
of Mexico. 

After dinner, what has been dubbed the 
‘First Wives’ Club’ went upstairs to join their 
husbands. Dame Kelly told how she was sur¬ 
rounded by world leaders including Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown, Russian president 
Dmitri Medvedev and French president 
Nicolas Sarkozy. 

She also got to shake hands with Barack 
Obama. “He was lovely. Really honourable and 
made sure he shook everyone’s hands,” Dame 
Kelly said. 

“I said I had been next to his lovely wife at 
dinner and said how beautiful she is - and he 
agreed.” 

Dame Kelly also paid tribute to her host, 
Mrs Brown, and said the pair had got to know 
each other over the last 18 months through 
charity work. 

She said: “I was so honoured to have been 
invited by her to what was probably the most 
sought-after dinner party. It was amazing.” 

Guests at the party were served a ‘best of 
British’ menu that included organic Scottish 
salmon served with a selection of vegetables 
from Kent, Surrey and Sussex and a main 
course of lamb from a hill farm in Wales. 

Although she went for the vegetarian 
option of a goats’ cheese starter and potato 
dumpling main, Dame Kelly said the meal 
was lovely.

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Reassurance despite health watchdog’s warning 

Trust’s hospitals are 
clean, patients told

A HOSPITAL trust has sought to 
reassure patients after its clean¬ 
ing standards were flagged up in 
the first report by the new 'super 
watchdog’. 

Medway NHS Foundation Trust was among 
21 organisations in the country found not to 
be meeting Government regulations for man¬ 
aging the spread of infection, according to the 
Care Quality Commission’s assessment. 

The trust has defended its results and said 
staff morale had been dented by the bad pub¬ 
licity that had followed the commission’s 
report. 

Linda Dempster, head of infection control 
and prevention, said: “Medway is safe and 
clean and has very low infection rates.” 

The trust has been told it must meet the 
national cleaning standards in high-risk 
areas throughout the trust by May 31. 

Infection control and hygiene became a 
major concern nationally after 90 patients 
died in two outbreaks of the superbug 
Clostridium difficile at Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust. 

In a damning report from the health 
watchdog in 2007, shortcomings in infection 
control and hygiene and poor leadership

were blamed for the trust’s failures. 

The CQC, which has a range of new powers, 
was launched on Wednesday and formed by a 
merger of the Healthcare Commission, the 
Commission for Social Care Inspection and 
the Mental Health Act Commission. 

Health bosses were warned trusts face 
tough measures if they fail to meet stan¬ 
dards, including fines and closure of services. 

Mrs Dempster said: “I think it is important 
that people know it was our own declaration. 

“At the time we had some work going on to 
change the way our housekeeping team is 
trained, which will be completed by the end of 
April. 

“It is not saying we are not already clean. It 
is saying that we want to improve things fur¬ 
ther. All our indicators are really good and 
our MRSA and C diff rates are really low. So 
it is disappointing to be sitting as only one of 
21 trusts getting a lot of bad publicity.” 

Among the new regulator’s powers is a sys¬ 
tem of registration, which means NHS 


organisations have to meet certain criteria. 

In its first year this only applies to infection 
control, but by April, 2010, it will be extended 
to other areas. All 388 trusts were registered, 
but in 21 cases, including Medway, conditions 
were attached demanding that improve¬ 
ments were made. 

Barbara Young, chairwoman of the regula¬ 
tor for health and social care, said: “We know 
from recent decreases that rates of MRSA 
and C diff that the picture on infection con¬ 
trol is improving nationally. 

“In 21 trusts we need further assurance 
that they are meeting regulations. 

“We have placed rigorous conditions on 
these trusts’ registration and will monitor 
them closely.” 

Jane Walden, deputy head of facilities at 
the Medway trust, said it was providing NVQ 
training for housekeeping staff and monitor¬ 
ing more closely compliance with cleaning 
procedures and guidelines. 

She added: “We also have a dedicated infec¬ 
tion prevention and control team and are 
proud of the results we have achieved to 
reduce healthcare acquired infections. 

“The trust has already exceeded both the 
national targets for reducing MRSA blood 
stream infections and C diff.” 

The other NHS trusts in Kent were regis¬ 
tered without conditions.

It was a 
surreal situation to be in.”

Middlemen are 
pricing us out, 
say pub bosses 


PUB company cartels are over¬ 
charging tenants for beer and 
forcing them out of business, a 
new survey has claimed, writes 
Jenna Pudelek. 

The union GMB found 31 pubs in Kent 
owned by so-called ‘pubcos’ had closed because 
tenants were being charged up to 80p more 
than the wholesale price of a pint of beer. 

Edward Freeman, a tied leaseholder who 
fears he could be forced out of his Beckenham 
pub within weeks, said: “There will continue 
to be a crisis in the pub industry all the time 
these big companies are running it.” 

The latest survey by the British Beer 
and Pub Association (BBPA), which rep¬ 
resents pubcos - large chains of pubs - 
found that 38 pubs a week are closing 
nationally. The association has argued 75 
per cent of closures are suffered by ‘free’ 
leaseholders run by tenants not ‘tied’ to 
pubcos and blames hikes in beer tax for 
the industry crisis. 

However, the anti-pubco Fair Pint 
Campaign said the figures were distorted 
because the large pub companies simply 
brought in new tenants when the previ¬ 
ous ones go out of business. 

Mr Freeman, who runs Elmer’s Lodge, 
which belongs to one of the major pubcos, 
the Punch Pub Company, agreed. 

“We’ve lost everything,” he said. “But 
the way they [Punch] look at it is that 
they will just get someone else in.” 

The GMB study found that 149 pubs 
across the South East had closed over the 
past three years. The union said these 
were owned by only seven pubcos - 
Admiral Taverns, Enterprise Inns, Fuller 
Smith & Turner, Greene King, Marston’s, 
Punch and S&N Pub Enterprises. 

Steve Corbett, a member of the Fair 
Pint Campaign, said tied publicans were 
paying around £130 a keg for beers such 
as Fosters and Carling, compared to free 
tenants who were paying around £55. 

Mr Freeman, 57, who runs the pub 
with his wife and son, said he would soon 
have to start looking for somewhere else 
to live and other work. 

“They won’t help us at all,” he said. “We 
pay a phenomenal amount of rent and 
takings have gone down but they are not 
interested in helping us.” 

He said since the recession hit, his 
weekly takings had fallen by half. 

“Beer duty is a smokescreen,” Mr 
Corbett added. “They [the BBPA] are 
blaming duty increases, but it is because 
there is a middleman in the supply chain.” 

A Kent spokesman for the BBPA said: 
“Pub closures are down to a range of eco¬ 


nomic issues, but the pub tie is not a factor, as 
the GMB’s own numbers indicate 75 per cent 
of closures are in pubs not affected by it. 

“The pressing concern at present is the 
huge increase in beer duty we have had. 

“That’s why we have launched a campaign 
called Axe the Beer Tax - Save Pubs, along 
with consumer champion Camra to get action 
to help struggling pubs.” 

Both Mr Corbett and Mr Freeman said the 
18 per cent rise in duty in last year’s budget 
had not helped, however, the GMB is calling 
on the Government to break up pubcos, so 
pub landlords can buy their beer from brew¬ 
eries at competitive prices, which would have 
more impact than changing the rate of taxes.

They blame a highly competitive festival 
market for the decision and the impact of 
the recession on people’s cash. 

Kent - once a festival wasteland - has 
now found itself hosting a variety of high 
quality events including Lounge on the 
Farm and Sellindge Music Festival.

A MAN has been charged with the murder 
of Darren Turner, 36, in Margate. 

Sean Maher, 20, of Canterbury Road, Mar¬ 
gate, went before town magistrates on Friday. 

He was charged with the murder of 
Darren Matthew Turner on Tuesday, and 
remanded in custody until a hearing at 
Maidstone Crown Court, scheduled for 
Monday, April 20. 

Meanwhile, a fourth person has been 
arrested on suspicion of murder. A 43-year- 
old woman was taken into custody on 
Thursday. A 42-year-old Margate man had 
also been previously arrested, and a 16-year- 
old youth arrested in connection with the 
incident has been released without charge.

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Get your House in order, top Kent Tory warns Parliament 


MP Hugh’s anger at 
Parliament ‘sleaze’

EXPENSE-abusing MPs should 
clean up their act to avoid caus¬ 
ing further embarrassment to 
their colleagues, warns a Tory 
frontbencher. 

Shadow sports and Olympics minister 
Hugh Robertson said “sleaze stories” such 
as Home Secretary Jacqui Smith using tax¬ 
payers’ money to pay for two adult films - 
watched by her husband without her 
knowledge - only reinforced negative 
stereotypes about politicians. 

Speaking to KOS Media after details of 
MPs’ expenses were leaked, the Faversham 
and Mid Kent member said some of his col¬ 
leagues were doing themselves no favours. 

Mr Robertson said: “In terms of the repu¬ 
tation of Parliament it’s been an absolute 
disaster. The way in which the information 
has been presented and the way a number 
of my colleagues have behaved has only 
encouraged the perception that all MPs are 
on the take. 

“The overwhelming majority of us are 
simply trying to get on and do our jobs as 
well as we can. 

“The whole situation with Jacqui Smith 
and her second-home allowance makes me 
want to weep. It’s the sort of thing that 
drives me closest to despair and I think she 
has a particular case to answer. 

“For her to rent a room from her sister but 
claim that another house where her hus¬ 
band and children live is her second home is 
ridiculous. She’s worked the system and 
that’s not right.” 

Mr Robertson’s published expenses for 
last year totalled £123,820, just over

£23,000 of which was spent on renting a flat 
in London. Sittingboume and Sheppey MP 
Derek Wyatt claimed the most in the coun¬ 
ty at £152,164; with Chatham and 
Aylesford representative Jonathan Shaw 
close behind with £148,833. 

Mr Robertson, who issued a breakdown of 
his expenses on his website, said it was 
important the public understood how the 
majority of the money was being spent. 

He said: “What frustrates me is that the 
figures being touted include the money that 
we as MPs pay to the people who work for 
us and so on. 

“In my case, about £75,000 of my expens¬ 
es came nowhere near me - but that is obvi¬ 
ously much less of a story. 

“In terms of second homes for Kent MPs, 
in my case it takes about two hours to trav¬ 
el from my front door to my office at 


Westminster. But we vote at 10pm on 
Mondays and Tuesdays and 7pm on 
Wednesdays, and that can often go on for 
between 30 and 45 minutes. 

“By the time I get out I’ve missed the last 
train back to Victoria - and that’s assuming 
I’m free to go home. 

“Being a frontbencher, people are always 
after me to speak at functions, parties and so 
on and it just makes more sense to stay in 
London.” 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has ordered a 
review of the expenses system in the wake of 
the backlash against cash being claimed for 
MPs’ second homes, which can be used to pay 
household bills, TV subscriptions and council 
tax. Mr Robertson said that if it were down to 
him he would start again from scratch. 

“I would cull the number of MPs for a start, 
right down to about 400 of them covering larg¬ 
er constituencies of about 100,000 people 
each,” he said. 

“It would obviously mean they would be less 
local, but I think that’s a price worth paying. 

“Parliament has stuck its head in the sand 
for too long and needs to take urgent action.”

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Jailed pervert 
had thousands 
of sick images 

PAEDOPHILE Mark Middleton has been 
jailed for 16 months after being caught with 
more than 125,000 indecent images of children 
- one of the biggest hauls ever recovered by 
Kent Police. 

Middleton, 52, of Hunton, near Maidstone, 
was sentenced at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Friday. He had previously pleaded guilty to 
eight offences of making and possessing inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

Det Sgt Dave Shipley 
said: “This is one of the 
largest recoveries of child 
abuse images by Kent 
Police. Every image repre¬ 
sents a child being sub¬ 
jected to sexual abuse. 

“We will always work to 
bring to justice those who 
encourage child abuse by 
creating a market for 
these images.” 

A warrant was executed 
at Middleton’s home in 
November, 2005, when 
officers seized hundreds of items of computer 
equipment that he used to store images and 
movies. 

Middleton was found with 125,397 indecent 
images of children. Images are ranged 
between levels one to five - level five being the 
most serious. 

He was found with 119,070 images at level 
one, 3,609 at level two, 968 at level three, 1,058 
at level four and 692 at level five. 

The judge placed Middleton on the sex 
offenders’ register for 10 years and disquali¬ 
fied him from working with children.

Lines down at beauty spots 


MORE than a mile of overhead power lines 
are being taken down to enhance two beauty 
spots in the Kent countryside. 

Engineers are now undertaking the work 
at Cobham Park, near Rochester, and at 
White Horse Wood Country Park, near 
Maidstone, replacing the lines with under¬ 
ground cables. 

EDF Energy Networks is spending 


£180,000 on the project, helped by a grant 
from industry regulator Ofgem. 

Nigel Collier, protected areas project officer 
for EDF, said: “We are delighted to be provid¬ 
ing the technical expertise behind these proj¬ 
ects, which should have a massive impact on 
the countryside in these popular beauty 
spots. The removal of the lines will improve 
the views in and around both parks.”

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Kent 2020 ‘09 Vision sends surge of confidence through business community 


Boosted by the buzz

A SURGE of energy and confi¬ 
dence coursed through Kent’s 
business scene as firms got togeth¬ 
er for the biggest commercial exhi¬ 
bition and conference ever held in 
the county - and it buzzed. 

Recession went on the back burner for the 
day as more than 4,000 visitors and 300 
exhibitors filled 1.2km of exhibition space - 
all figures were records - at the Kent 2020 ‘09 
Vision at the County Showground, Detling. 

After a packed business breakfast, one of 
the UK’s leading journalists and broadcast¬ 
ers, Andrew Neil, lashed out at the banks 
that had sparked the economic crisis. 

He told delegates he would like to see 
bankers jailed - but that would probably 
happen in the USA rather than here. 

Mr Neil, a former Sunday Times editor 
who is now owner of The Spectator, said the 
problem was not the lack of banking regula¬ 
tions, but failure to implement existing rules. 

Handcuffs 

He said: “Everyone was complicit in this. 
The banks are clearly the number one vil¬ 
lain, but everyone looked the other way. 

“I don’t think banks should be regulated to 
hell, but I would like to see some of them suf¬ 
fer. I would like to see handcuffs on some of 
the bankers because I think they have bro¬ 
ken the law and deserve to go to jail. 

“I think that will happen in America, 
although I would hope in this country as well 
- but I do look forward to it happening.” 

Mr Neil was speaking at the beginning of 
the fourth annual day-long event, which was 
run by Business Link, and supported by 
Kent County Council whose Backing Kent 
Business campaign is at full steam. 

Earlier, KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said 
this year plans would be aimed at boosting 
the number of youngsters taking up appren¬ 
ticeships in the county. Proposals should 
increase the number of apprentices from 
2,000 now, to 8,000 within a few years.

Former Olympic athlete Kriss Akabusi 
spoke at the dinner about how bosses could 
motivate themselves and staff - and had 
guests standing for synchronised arm exer¬ 
cises to show it could be done.

LAW-breaking foreign driv¬ 
ers will finally have the 
book thrown at them after 
new powers were handed to 
the police. 

For years non-UK citizens have got 
away with minor traffic offences 
because officers did not have the 
power to issue on-the-spot fines or 
add points to their licences. 

However, reforms to the Road 
Safety Act 2006 introduced this week 
will now allow officers to do just that 
- with a maximum penalty of £900. 

About three million foreign vehi¬ 
cles enter Britain annually, with 
many of them travelling through 
Kent after arriving at the ports. 

Between October 1, 2007, and 
September 30, 2008, foreign vehicles 
contributed to 72 accidents and 113 
injuries on the county’s roads. 

Announcing the new powers, Chief 
Insp Roscoe Walford said: “The new 
law will help police deal more effec¬ 
tively with non-UK residents who 
commit driving offences. 

“The motoring public and general 
community have long wanted this. It 
provides a fairer system whereby all 
motorists are treated the same 
regardless of who they are and where 
they are from, and it brings us into 
line with other European countries. 

“Many foreign drivers ignore our 
road rules because they know that 
even if they are caught, nothing will 
happen. But by hitting them in the 
pocket immediately, the new powers 
create a disincentive to break the law. 

“If this saves one person from death 
or serious injury and one family from

Bags binned 
in town centre 

SHOPPERS have embraced a bid to rid 
Maidstone town centre of plastic bags. 

The official launch of the Bin the Bag 
campaign this week saw a skip full of plas¬ 
tic bags handed in over 90 minutes. 

Initially the campaigners hope to reduce 
plastic bag use by 10 per cent in the county 
town. This would prevent at least 400,000 
plastic bags a year from Maidstone being 
sent to landfill sites. 

Plastic bags take 20 to 1,000 years to 
break down, clog up sewer systems and 
cause the deaths of more than a million 
seabirds every year.

suffering the trauma of losing a loved 
one, the new law has done its job.” 

During the 2007-08 financial year, 
841 foreign drivers were caught by 
speed cameras on Kent’s roads but 
none of them received fines. 

In contrast, 41,585 penalties were 


issued to British drivers. Officers 
were previously unable to issue fines 
to non-UK citizens because there was 
no guarantee they would be paid 
within 28 days and there was no way 
of knowing if drivers had committed 
previous offences. 

However, the new rules have 
changed all that and also now enable 
police to seize non-roadworthy vehi¬ 
cles or ones owned by foreigners who 
cannot pay their fine. They will also 
be able to add penalty points to a dri¬ 
ver’s licence for the first time. 

The new powers were launched at 
the M20 services near Leeds Castle, 
with road safety minister Jim 
Fitzpatrick also in attendance. 

He said: “We want to keep our 
roads as safe as possible and these 
measures mean any driver who 
breaks the rules of the road will have 
to face the consequences. 

“The only way for drivers and 
hauliers to avoid tough penalties will 
be to obey our traffic laws and ensure 
their vehicles are fully roadworthy.”

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Meating of min ds as 
farmers join forces

FARMERS are being offered the 
chance to work together to help 
combat both climate change and 
the recession. 

A new butchery and production plant, part- 
funded by the South East England 
Development Agency, aims to help farmers 
reduce their carbon footprint by sending live¬ 
stock to a nearby slaughterhouse in the same 
vehicle rather than having several travelling 
varying distances. 

The plant, which is being run by Farmer 
Palmer’s Products in Egerton, near Ashford, 
also allows local farmers to benefit from effi¬ 
cient production conditions - such as space for 
them to hang their carcasses - at a low cost. 

Miranda Palmer, who owns the business 
with husband Graham, explained why she 
thinks it is important that farmers combine 
their resources: “The agricultural industry 
receives very little support from the Govern¬ 
ment so we have to stick together. We are 
becoming a diminishing breed and farms are 
going out of business left, right and centre. 

“Profit margins are so slim these days that 
you have to support your colleagues. Without 
all the livestock and crops out there, the coun¬ 
tryside would look a lot different.” 


Farmer Palmer’s Products’ main business is 
to supply meat at farmers’ markets through¬ 
out Kent, but Mrs Palmer said she believed 
the new production plant would prove popu¬ 
lar: “A lot of farmers who have their own live¬ 
stock have killed the odd animal for them¬ 
selves and their friends but they often strug¬ 
gle to find someone who can butcher the meat 
and pack it to their own requirements. 

“There are very few premises beside ours 
that have temperature-controlled environ¬ 
ments suitable for the preparation of differ¬ 
ent cuts of meat, and the farmers can also ask 
to have their own labels put on.” 

The Palmers are both bom and bred in 
Kent and met while at Nottingham Univer¬ 


sity, where Graham studied applied animal 
biochemistry and Miranda animal science. 

The couple have now also started a search 
for a skilled master butcher to join them at 
the new cutting plant. 

Mrs Palmer said they were keen to show 
that a great deal of livestock goes to waste. 

She said: “A chef will normally only ask for 
the three main cuts of beef but this wastes a 
great deal of the animal. 

“The addition of a master butcher will allow 
us to present rare cuts of meat, as well as the 
traditional favourites, to our customers at 
farmers’ markets across Kent.”

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Report demands improvements in services for mentally ill 


Attack on mental 
health provisions 


MENTAL health services have 
come under fire from the health 
watchdog and carers who say peo¬ 
ple with schizophrenia are unable 
to get the therapies they need. 

The Healthcare Commission said “this sit¬ 
uation must change” after a survey of men¬ 
tal health trusts found significant gaps in 
services for vulnerable people - particularly 
in crisis situations out of hours. 

Anthony Wright, from the west Kent 
branch of the national mental health charity 
Rethink, said: “All these issues are relevant 
to Kent, in particular west Kent. Services 
still have a long way to go, particularly when 
it comes to acute mental illness, which 
includes bipolar cases and schizophrenia.” 

In the survey, Kent and Medway NHS and 
Social Care Partnership Trust, which is 
responsible for mental health in the county, 
performed in the bottom half of trusts in the 
country on whether patients had trust and

confidence in their psychiatrist. Patients also 
felt they did not have enough time with psy¬ 
chiatrists or information about medication. 

Carers, who said they did not receive 
enough information and support, said the 
trust performed badly on ‘crisis care’ out of 
office hours. 

A report on mental health services in west 
Kent by Rethink said: “People are forced to 
go to A&E because there are no out-of-hours 
crisis teams, which is ridiculous for someone 
in a florid psychotic state.” 

Mr Wright said carers in Kent found there 
was a “severe shortage of expert therapy” 
and waiting lists of more than nine months. 

The Healthcare Commission, which 
merged with two other quangos on 
Wednesday to form the Care Quality 
Commission, found 55 per cent of people 
with schizophrenia had not been offered 


recommended psychological therapies. 

Anna Walker, the watchdog’s chief execu¬ 
tive, said improvements had been made 
since mental health was last reviewed in 
2006, adding: “This report shows significant 
gaps still exist, particularly in important 
areas... this situation must change.” 

The strategic health authority (SHA), 
NHS South East Coast, has a 10-year strat¬ 
egy that promises to improve life expectancy 
for mental health patients, who can die up to 
25 years earlier than other people. 

Dr Malcolm Hawthorne is leading 
improvements to mental health services in 
Kent, Sussex and Surrey. He said: “Stigma 
and discrimination, unfortunately, are still 
prominent in society and anything to help 
change that is gong to make a difference. 

“I am keen that mental health issues are 
treated on an even footing with serious 
physical problems. 

“There is nothing more important than the 
brain. The national dementia strategy has 
made a start to recognise that.” 


Crunch smashes 
shellfish colonies 

THANET’S coastal wildlife is under threat 
from an increase in shellfish harvesting. 

The public are allowed to collect shellfish for 
their own consumption, but there are signs 
unsustainable numbers are being taken. 

The Thanet Coast Project is monitoring the 
situation and asking its wardens to watch out 
for signs of mass harvesting at hotspots. 

Shellfish have been collected for thousands 
of years, but more people are believed to be 
picking wild food due to the credit crunch. 
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KENT County Council’s finance 
chief says the authority does not 
regret its angry response to being 
labelled “negligent” over the loss 
of millions of pounds in Iceland, 
writes Steve Knight. 

Councillor Nick Chard maintains the Audit 
Commission had been unfair in its criticism 
of KCC’s monetary dealings at the time of 
the nation’s banking collapse, and said he 
stood by a letter demanding the spending 
watchdog retract its comments. 

The authority currently has £50 million of 
taxpayers’ money frozen in the crisis-hit sys¬ 
tem, with no guarantees yet that any of it 
will be recovered. 

Last week’s report by the Audit 
Commission described KCC as acting “negli¬ 
gently” by investing £8.3m in Iceland just 
days after a warning that one bank’s credit

rating had fallen below acceptable levels. 

The letter of response has since been criti¬ 
cised by Opposition politicians, but Cllr 
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Chard told KOS Media that leader Cllr Paul 
Carter and chief executive Peter Gilroy were 
right to refute the accusations. 

He said: “What we expected for a report 
like this to be credible was for it to be 
based on evidence. 

“Neither the PricewaterhouseCoopers 
report commissioned by KCC nor the one 
carried out by our external auditors - who 
also happen to be the Audit Commission - 
implied that we had been negligent. 

“That word has legal connotations and I 
think it was absolutely right that we 
made the point because the use of it was 
unfair and unwarranted.” 

Late last year KCC admitted it acciden¬ 
tally invested £3.3m into a doomed 
Icelandic bank because a junior member 
of staff did not read an email warning 
against it. 

However, last week’s Audit Commission 
report added an extra £5m to the figure of 
cash the authority should not have invested. 

Cllr Chard said: “It came as a surprise 
that the £5m was included because that 
deal was entered into in the middle of 
September - quite a long time before 
any warnings - and there was no way out 


of it by the time the money went in. 

“I accept the £3.3m we lost was down to 
human error, but the report should have 
made clear that there was no escape route for 
the rest. I don’t think it was reasonable for it 
to not do so. 

We have taken disciplinary action within 
the authority on the unread email, but apart 
from that we’ve followed the Treasury’s 
investments advice and have done nothing 
wrong.” 

Just weeks prior to publication of the report, 
the Audit Commission had praised KCC and 
awarded it the highest rating of four stars for 
its performance throughout the year. 

Kent Labour leader Cllr Mike Eddy said he 
was concerned the authority’s angry 
response to the “negligent” tag could damage 
relations between the two bodies. 

He said: “I would urge KCC’s leadership to 
stop putting their bruised pride and media 
profile first and start thinking about the 
damage they are doing to the council’s previ¬ 
ously excellent relationship with the Audit 
Commission. 

“I would also urge them to think very care¬ 
fully about spending public money on legal 
action in the hope of repairing their dented 
reputation. 

“KCC is, after all, supposed to be a four-star 
authority. You’d think its leadership would be 
more confident about their ability to ride this 
storm out.” 

Despite the criticism, Cllr Chard said the 
council was still considering taking legal 
action against the commission, but added he 
did not think it should damage relations. 

He said: “The Audit Commission has a 
leadership role to play and we want to work 
with it to protect taxpayers’ money. 

“But we feel we have been unfairly criti¬ 
cised and that this does not help us move 
forward in actually having a dialogue about 
the future of local authority deposits.” 
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Tycoon not fazed 
by Tory expulsion 
for UKIP donation

GAMBLING entrepreneur 
Stuart Wheeler will not beg 
for his Tory membership 
back after being expelled for 
funding another party. 

The millionaire businessman, who 
lives at Chilham Castle, near 
Canterbury, was kicked out of the 
party last week for giving £100,000 
to the Eurosceptic UK Independence 
Party (UKIP). 

Mr Wheeler, who in 2000 made the 
largest ever donation to a political 
party when he handed over £5 mil¬ 
lion to the Conservatives, told KOS 
Media he would not be appealing 
against the decision to expel him. 

He said: “I realised there was a pos¬ 
sibility it would happen so it did not 
come as a shock when it did. 

Regulation 

“As soon as I was notified by the 
party I said it wasn’t news because I 
had heard about it three hours earli¬ 
er on the BBC. 

“But I told them if it helps I shall not 
be appealing against the decision. 
They’re quite entitled to tell me I can’t 
be a member and I wouldn’t wish to 
be one if they don’t want me to be. 

“It’s possible that I may rejoin one 
day. I would certainly consider it if 
they came and offered it to me, but I 
will not be going to them first.” 

Despite promising to continue his 
support for the Tories in the local and 
general elections, Mr Wheeler says

he will vote UKIP in the European 
elections on June 4 due to “the severe 
cost that EU regulation places on the 
British people”. 

He is also upset at the continued 
refusal of the three main parties to 
promise to hold a referendum on the 
controversial Lisbon Treaty. 

When asked if he would consider 
joining UKIP, Mr Wheeler replied: 
“Not without a lot of thought. There 
are some internal rumblings going 
on there that I would not want to get 
involved in. 

“I’m happy to go to the launch 
party and am supportive of what 
they are trying to do, but I’m not real¬ 
ly thinking about anything past that. 

“I do receive anti-UKIP letters talk¬ 
ing about this, that and the other, but 


I reply saying I have no idea about all 
that. Surely if you are Eurosceptic 
like me, there is no other party to sup¬ 
port in the European elections.” 

Mr Wheeler, who made his fortune 
as the founder of the IG Index 
spread-betting firm, said there were 
many other Tory, Labour and Lib 
Dem supporters who would be voting 
for UKIP in June. 

He said: “There are at least a mil¬ 
lion people like me. I had dinner the 
other night with someone and I 
thought he would be horrified when I 
told him what I was going to do, but 
he said ‘Oh no, so am I’. 

“The only difference between me 
and everyone else is that I can go 
public and say what I like. I’m not 
trying to work my way up through 
the Conservatives, so there’s no risk 
of me harming my prospects.” 

Ideological 

Following his donation to then-Tory 
leader William Hague, Mr Wheeler 
made a £500,000 contribution when 
Michael Howard was leader and has 
handed over about £50,000 a year 
since David Cameron took charge. 

UKIP leader Nigel Farage said the 
party had always been open to dual 
membership and support. 

He said: “We’re entirely happy with 
people being members of UKIP and 
also being part of the Labour Party, 
the Tories, etcetera, because we’re 
pursuing that ideological goal, that 
pure vision, of repatriating political 
power to these shores. 

‘We know very well that there are 
many who share that aim without 
seeing eye-to-eye with us on every 
other issue.”

F arewell to 
‘lovely June’

FRIENDS and colleagues of 
BBC Radio Kent presenter June 
Care, who died after a two-year 
battle with leukaemia, have paid 
tribute to the talented chef who 
“never let anyone down”. 

The death of the much-loved cookery 
show host, who lived in Heme Bay, shocked 
those who worked with her because she 
had been in the studio only a week before 
succumbing to the cancer last Thursday. 

Pat Marsh, who presents the show Mrs 
Care worked on, said: “Her death will leave 
a big gap here at BBC Radio Kent. 

“When we think of June in the future, 
we’ll remember her fantastic food and her 
talent for sharing recipes, but more than 
anything, her tremendous sense of fim. 

“This place just won’t be the same without 
her, what June did was appreciated by thou¬ 
sands of listeners. We’re going to miss her.” 

He said the last time he saw her, Mrs 
Care, who was in her mid-50s, had been 
“knowledgeable, entertaining and enthusi¬ 
astic” about her latest set of recipes. But 
after the show she admitted she was hav¬ 
ing a “bad day”, he said. 

Warm and funny 

“The illness which she had lived with for 
the past two years was draining her ener¬ 
gy,” Mr Marsh said. “Both Laura [the show’s 
producer] and I said she should have called 
to cancel last Tuesday’s broadcast, but she 
said she didn’t like to let people down. 

“The truth is June Care never let us 
down. Over the past 20 years, she was a 
vital part of BBC Radio Kent, and always 
up for anything.” 

Mrs Care would visit listeners’ homes to 
cook for them and would rustle up a three- 
course meal with total ease while chatting 
away to Pat Marsh. 

Yourkenttv presenter Julie Maddox, who 
worked with Mrs Care during her time at 
BBC Radio Kent, said: “I always introduced 
her as the ‘lovely June Care’ and that just 
epitomises how she was.” 

Mr Marsh said she was “warm, funny and

generous” with the ability to make new 
friends everywhere she went: “She lived life 
to the full, but if you ever asked June what 
she enjoyed most; what brought her the 
most pleasure, it was always her family. She 
was as proud of them as they were of her.” 

Mrs Care also acted as a spokeswoman 
for worthy causes, the Kent Waste Partner¬ 
ship worked with her on its Love Food Hate 
Waste Campaign. 

Belinda Moran, project delivery manager 
for Kent waste management, said: “June’s 
passion for food and desire for a better envi¬ 
ronment came together in this project. 

“Hundreds of people came to see June’s 
cookery demonstrations. Her good heart 
and a sense of humour shone throughout 
her work, and it is a testament to her char¬ 
acter that despite her illness she continued 
working so hard for what she believed in.” 

As a chef she loved shopping at Kent’s 
farmers’ markets to buy ingredients. 

Mrs Care also worked with Produced in 
Kent, Stephanie Durling, who works for the 
organisation, said: “June was a thoroughly 
professional and lovely lady who had a very 
kindly manner about her... she will be sore¬ 
ly missed.”

A POLITICS lecturer at the 
University of Kent has been 
named one of the top 20 most pow¬ 
erful Muslim women in Britain. 

Dr Gulnur Aybet is director of the BA 
course in conflict, peace and security and of 
the MA in international security and the pol¬ 
itics of terror. 

She has held high-profile teaching posi¬ 
tions around the world and has given evi¬ 
dence to the House of Commons and Lords 
committees on security issues. 

A panel of judges recognised Dr Aybet’s 
achievements in her field by including her in 
the Equality and Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion and The Times’ inaugural Muslim 
Women Power List. 

Dr Aybet, 44, told KOS Media she was hon¬ 
oured to be a part of the top 20, which also 
included politician Baroness Warsi and BBC 
News presenter Mishal Husain. 

She added: “It’s important we challenge the 
stereotypes of Muslim women in British soci¬ 
ety and start celebrating their achievements. 

“When people think of Muslim women they 
think of women entirely covered in burkhas 
who are under pressure to not succeed in 
their careers, but this is wrong. 

“All of those on the list are highly-educated 
and have achieved prominent positions in 
their lives. Some prefer to cover their heads 
and some do not. There is no exact rule about

that in Islam so it is wrong to assume all 
Muslim women are held back.” 

Dr Aybet, who was bom in Turkey but has 
lived in the UK since the age of three, said 
she also wished to promote the fact people 
can be European and Muslim at the same 
time and the two are not mutually exclusive. 

She explained: “I was talking to Mishal 
Husain when we met for The Times’ photo¬ 
shoot and I told her I thought it was great 
that she was Asian, Muslim and British. You 
can have these multiple identities. There is 
no homogenous culture to a religion.” 

Dr Aybet joined the University of Kent in 
2001 after holding research and teaching 
posts at the University of Nottingham and at 
Bilkent University in Ankara, Turkey. 

She has also worked for the Nato 
Parliamentary Assembly and the Royal 
United Services Institute for Defence 
Studies, and has written several books. 

Yet despite being named one of the most 
powerful Muslim women in Britain, Dr 
Aybet says her religion gives her no further 
insight into the minds of terrorists who 
blame their atrocities on Islam. 

She said: “Just like anyone else, I’m equal¬ 
ly baffled by the things these people do. It’s 
very misleading about Islam and very dis¬ 
turbing too, probably more so to Muslims 
who come from Asia or the Middle East. 


“Some Muslims I know say they have experi¬ 
enced more racism since 9/11, but I haven’t felt 
that because I’m European and have blonde hair. 

“This is where campaigns like the one in The 
Times can help break the stereotypes, more than 
I can by talking to people in lecture theatres.”

THE 'JADE Goody effect’ has dou¬ 
bled the amount of women in 
Kent, Surrey and Sussex going to 
their doctors to be screened for 
cervical cancer. 

Since the reality TV star, who died on 
Mother’s Day aged only 27, was diagnosed 
last year the disease has been thrust under 
the spotlight. 

The way in which the cancer attacked some¬ 
one so young shocked the nation, and before 
her death Ms Goody backed a campaign run 
by cervical cancer charity Jo’s Trust to get the 
screening age lowered from the current 25. 

An expert panel is set to report to the 
Government this year on whether younger 
women should be screened, and in March a 
15,000-signature petition was delivered to 
Downing Street calling for the age to be cut 
to 18. But an expert on screening for the 
strategic health authority (SHA) NHS South 
East Coast was “horrified” by the idea. 

Dr Linda Garvican, the quality assurance 
director for cancer screening at the SHA for 
Kent, Surrey and Sussex, said: “The minimum 
age used to be 20, it has never been 18 in this 
country, that would fill me with horror.” 

She said the decision to increase the age 
women should go for smear tests to 25 was 
based on scientific evidence, not money saving. 

Dr Garvican said since the screening pro¬ 
gramme was introduced 20 years ago the 
death rate for cervical cancer had dropped 
enormously. But audits carried out on cases 
of cervical cancer show there are some 
women who have been for regular smear 
tests but still developed the disease. 

She said: “There are all sorts of reasons for 
it. Sometimes its human error but some¬ 
times it is a different sort of cervical cancer 
that actually comes from different cells 
which are further up towards the womb. 

“These do not get reached so easily [by

screening]... this other sort of cervical cancer 
tends to affect young women, I do not know if 
it was the type Jade Goody had, but it is a 
particularly nasty and aggressive variety. 

“It is phenomenally rare but harder to pick 
up and actually even if you do pick it up you 
might not be able to cure it.” 

The new vaccine being given to girls to pro¬ 
tect against the human papilloma virus 
(HPV), which causes cervical cancer, should 
help reduce cases further, she said. 

Changing body 

Doctors are also concerned that screening 
women younger than 25 would cause more 
harm than good. Dr Garvican said that as 
women mature and become sexually active 
there are changes to the cervix, which show 
up on smear tests, but that tend to have sort¬ 
ed themselves out by the age of around 25. 

However, if women under 25 show symp¬ 
toms of cervical cancer they should go to 
their GP or a sexual health clinic. 

She said it was good Ms Goody had drawn 
attention to cervical cancer because in the 
last few years there had been a decrease in 
the number of 25 to 35-year-olds getting 
screened: “All the labs are reporting huge 
increases in workload since this time last 
year. The numbers look to be double in 
March from what they had last year.” 

Asked what would happen if the 
Government made a political decision to 
lower the age, she said: “Then we would get 
back to this concern about it doing more 
harm than good. In other parts of the world 
you can get screening every year if you have 
the right insurance... but it does not make it 
necessary. We do not do it to reassure people, 
we do it to save lives.” 

The NHS gives free cervical screening to 
women aged 25-49 every three years and to 
women aged 50-64 every five years.

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Public are left stumped by 
Darwin selection process

DESPITE a wealth of media cov¬ 
erage to mark the 200th anniver¬ 
sary of Charles Darwin’s birth, 
awareness and knowledge of the 
great scientist has not evolved, a 
new survey has found. 

Students at the University of Kent to took 
the streets of Canterbury to find out what 
the public has learned from celebrations to 
mark the life and work of the On The Origin 
Of Species author, who lived in Downe, near 
Orpington. 

And from the results of the survey of 300 
people - it would seem not a lot. 

Fewer that half of those asked were not 
able to select Darwin’s picture from a selec¬ 
tion of five bearded Victorians - despite the 
fact his portrait is featured on a £10 note. 

One of the other four questions was to pick 
from a list what type of animal features most 
prominently in On The Origin Of Species 
and only 14 per cent of people surveyed cor¬ 
rectly selected birds. The most popular 
answer was monkeys. 

Dr Charlotte Sleigh, co-director of the uni¬ 
versity’s new science, communication and soci¬ 
ety degree, said it was disappointing people 
could not pick the correct picture when we 
cany it round in our pockets or wallets, but she 
found the results about his work less shocking. 

“I think it is an understandable mistake 
given that people have used Darwin to jump 
in on creationist debates, which are featured 
a lot in the media. 

“There are all sorts of things he wrote 
about that biologists would quite like to for¬ 
get, which do not fit in with evolutionary 
thought today.” 

Ironically, Dr Sleigh said, a lot of people 
chose a man named Alfred Russel Wallace 
from the selection of Victorian portraits. 

The naturalist came up with the idea of 
evolution and prompted Darwin to publish 
On The Origin Of Species. 

Charles Dickens, also a Kent figure, was 
another high-profile 19th century figure mis¬ 
taken for Darwin from the images, which 
included Tolstoy and Rasputin. 

This year also marks the 150th anniver¬ 
sary of Darwin’s most famous work and Dr 
Sleigh said most people chose the correct 
year it was published.

Derek Fleming, one of the researchers, 
said: “Although the results displayed a disap¬ 
pointing level of knowledge regarding 
Darwin, the process was interesting as a 
science communication exercise. 

“Nearly all of the respondents were very 
eager to discover the correct answers.” 

A number of programmes and articles have 
featured in the mainstream media, including 
Sir David Attenborough’s Charles Darwin 
and the Tree of Life, and the atheist Richard 
Dawkins’ the Genius of Charles Darwin. 

Press from around the world, including 
KOS Media, reported on English 
Heritage’s revamped exhibition at his 
home in Downe. 

Contradictory 

Dr Sleigh said: “I think it suggests that 
we still need to think carefully about what 
we put on TV and what people take away 
from it because it was not as accurate an 
idea as they might have done. 

“The reason it matters if our history is a 
little bit wrong about science is that it 
shows the public expects science to be a 
much neater process than it is. 

“Science is much slower and messier 
and people need to know that in order to 
judge contemporary debates in science.” 

She gave the example of climate change, 
and said if one scientific fact was said to be 
uncertain, people tend to therefore think 
the whole scientific case must be wrong. 

“Science is slow, messy, self contradicto¬ 
ry and argumentative,” she said. “I don’t 
think the coverage has shown enough of 
that, it is packaging it too neatly.” 


Dr Sleigh said the students on the course, 
which is in its first year, had spoken to staff 
and students at the university, including 
physical scientists, for the survey as well as 
people on the street. 

She added: “Communication in science is so 
important so scientists can put the public in 
the position where they are informed in their 
choices they make about things like health¬ 
care, which shampoos to buy and what green 
policies to vote for.” 
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Tim e limit slashed to 
boost pension payouts

CHANGES to state pension rules 
will enable an extra 40,500 Kent 
women to receive their full 
allowance when they retire. 

Mothers who leave full-time employment to 
bring up a child have until now been unable to 
work the minimum 39 years necessary for 
them to qualify to receive a full payout. 

However, next year this period will be 
reduced to 30 years for both men and women 
to ensure nobody is discriminated against for 
taking time out from work.

Announcing the one-year countdown to the 
rule changes, pensions minister Rosie 
Winterton spoke to KOS Media about the 
importance of the reforms. 

She said: “From April, 2010, the state pen¬ 
sion age for women will start to rise gradually 
from 60 to 65. Our reforms acknowledge that 
a lot of women leave full-time employment to 
care for a child or perhaps an elderly parent, 
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and that they deserve a full state pension as 
much as anyone else. 

“There was a time when women would pure¬ 
ly rely on their husband’s pension but women 
are increasingly going back to work and these 
changes reflect that, so it’s very good news for 
them in particular. The legislation for this 
went through in 2007 so we have been prepar¬ 
ing for a long time, but this is recognition from 
the Government that the old pensions system 
was creating an issue.” 

As a result of the reforms, the minimum 
length of time men must work before they can 
receive a full pension will also fall from 44 
years to 30. 

Another change to the system will allow 
people to buy extra years to add to their 
national insurance account, thus boosting 
their state pension on retirement. 

This will give those people due to retire 
next year a last-minute opportunity to 
make up for any years of employment they 
may have missed. 

Miss Winterton said: “Most of us will 
spend a third of our lives in retirement, and 
one in four babies bom today will live to be 
100. It’s therefore important the 
Government has realised the importance of 
that because we want people to enjoy their 
retirement as much as possible. 

“Now we are trying to encourage people to 
think about when they are retiring and 
whether or not it would be advantageous 
for them to buy any extra years. 

‘We are bringing in more changes in 2012 
that will see everybody automatically 
enrolled on second pensions that they will 
contribute towards and that their employ¬ 
ers will contribute to, so we just need to 
make sure everyone is aware of what is 
going on.”

SINGER Michael Jackson is 
rumoured to have paid £1 million 
to rent a mansion in Kent during 
his months-long series of concerts 
at the 02. 

The 50-year-old ‘king of pop’ has apparently 
secured a 28-bedroom residence near 
Chislehurst Caves, Bromley, that he and his 
entourage will call home from the end of June. 

Thought to have been dug gradually over a 
period of 8,000 years, the dark and spooky 
caves stretch some 22 miles and countless 
ghost sightings have been reported there. 

According to a national nerwspaper, 
Jackson - who will play 50 sold-out dates at 
the 02 in Greenwich between July and 
February, 2010 - sent aides to find the perfect 
country retreat for him to stay in. 

A property source told the newspaper: “His 
team signed up this week to stay there. We’re 
not sure if he knows about the caves, but 
they’re all around.” 

The undisclosed property is described 
as being three storeys high with an 
underground cinema, music room, 
indoor swimming pool, lake and 
private wood. 

Fans eager to catch a glimpse of 
the recording legend will be kept at 
bay by a large network of CCTV cam¬ 
eras and state-of-the-art alarm systems.

The source added: “It is a luxury fortress. 

“But if he wants to get into the spirit of things 
before singing Thriller each night, he should 
take a wander to the caves. They’re terrifying.” 

Used as air raid shelters during World War 
Two, the Chislehurst Caves are said to house 
a haunted pool where a white lady murdered 
by her husband is frequently spotted floating 
above the water. 

The sounds of laughing, drilling, footsteps 
and whining horses have also been reported. 

The caves are said to be so terrifying that a 
challenge for anyone brave enough to spend 
the night alone in them was stopped years 
ago following a series of violent and mysteri¬ 
ous mishaps. 

News of Jackson’s plans to live nearby was 
greeted with ridicule by several readers who 
posted comments on the internet. 

One wrote: “I think the ghosts would be 
more scared of him. It’s Michael Jackson for 
crying out loud!” 

Another said: “The haunted caves seem more 
suited to him as a new home than the premis¬ 
es above. He’d fit right in with the ghosts.” 

Last month it was reported that Rod 
Stewart was prepared to rent his mansion 
near Epping, Essex, to Jackson, who says 
he will never again perform in the UK after 
completing his dates at the 02.

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Holidays brighten gloom 


All tuned in for 
a Klassik return 

Station relaunches in the hon e of 
making a ‘net’ profit 10 years on 

A DIGITAL radio station forced to close 10 years ago due 
to a lack of cash is to be re-launched on the internet. 


THE credit crunch has affected 
almost every aspect of our lives, 
except holidaying it appears. 

Ferry company SeaFrance has 
found more than 80 per cent of us 
will be taking a break abroad this 
year despite, or maybe because of, 
the economic gloom. 

The holidays the people of Kent 
take will be spur of the moment 
events too, according to the 
research. And a favourite trip will 
be with friends and family, to help 
reduce the cost. Just 12 per cent of 
us will stay in the county. But 16 
per cent will be taking three or 
more foreign breaks this year, 
according to the research for 
SeaFrance Dover-Calais Ferries. 

They quizzed 388 passengers 


leaving Dover last month asking 
about their plans for the year. 

They discovered a third are 
ignoring financial concerns and 
will take at least two breaks. Just 
five per cent will not travel again at 
all this year and four per cent were 
avoiding the eurozone due to the 
poor exchange rate. 

However, despite not preventing 
people from holidaying, the reces¬ 
sion has affected the way they 
travel, with family and friends a 
popular option. 

Almost 30 per cent of those 
who have already booked a holi¬ 
day are intending to stay with 
friends and family abroad, while 
23 per cent of those not yet booked 
are planning to do the same. 


Despite finding themselves in the 
midst of a recession, the people at 
European Klassik Rock (EKR) - 
which has studios near Maidstone 
and Canterbury - believe the time is 
right for a revival. 

Owner Pete Leutner explained 
that the station’s new eco-friendly 
stance had made it cheaper to run 
and he no longer had to spend thou¬ 
sands paying for a digital slot. 

He said: “The east Kent station is 
totally powered by renewables, as it 
has a 5kW wind turbine in the back¬ 
yard as well as 2.4kW solar panels. 

“We just thought it would be a 
good idea as we won’t have to pay 
electricity bills to link to the internet 
or the Maidstone station and it’s 
obviously more eco-friendly too. 

Advertising 

“Digital radio stations rent space 
on the airwaves from landlords, but 
it was too expensive for us back in 
1997. The landlords can charge veiy 
high rates and I think it’s worked 
against them because more and 
more stations are now switching to 
the internet.” 

When EKR launched in 1997, it 
was transmitted across Europe from 
the Maidstone Studios. 

However, with no way of proving 
how many listeners regularly 
tuned in, advertising revenue was 
hard to come by and the costs of 
running such an operation soon 
mounted up. 

Mr Leutner said the new-and- 
improved EKR had a far better 
chance of success than the original. 

He said: “Our running costs are 
now very low and we have some

very benevolent DJs who have 
worked in the Kent area before, like 
Nigel Harris, Glenn Thompsett and 
John Brocks, who are prepared to 
work for free under the agreement 
that they will be paid if we start to 
make money. 

“There’s a market out there for the 
sort of music we play, and we’ll also 
be playing material by unsigned 
bands to give them an opportunity, 
so we’re confident it will prove as 
popular as we knew it was back in 
1997, if not more so.” 

Advances in technology mean more 
and more cars will be able to play 
internet radio, providing further 
competition for FM, AM and digital. 

EKR has been testing on-air since 
last June, but the station will be 
officially launched over the Easter 
weekend. 

Mr Leutner said: “You have to pick 
your opportunities and I feel the time 
is now right. I think I was a bit ahead 
of my time in launching a station 
when digital radio first started, but it 
was too difficult to exploit. We can 
now relax on the funding side of it 
because we also now have the chance 
to sell advertising on the internet, 
which is where everyone gets their 
information from these days. 

“We’re offering something com¬ 
pletely different to some of the big 
stations out there and we have a 
worldwide market to do it in.”

Development agency 


faces massive job cuts 


REDUNDANCIES are on the 
cards at the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda) - 
with potentially up to 90 jobs to go 
because of a £50 million budget 
shortfall. 

The agency is being restructured and the full 
extent of job losses will become known later 
this year, or possibly early next year. 

Cuts will probably be made through a volun¬ 
tary scheme, restricting external recruitment 
and cutting down the costs of hiring tempo¬ 
rary staff. 

The government-funded quango represents 
Kent, Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, Hamp¬ 
shire, the Isle of Wight, Oxfordshire, Surrey 
and East and West Sussex.

Set up in 1999 to drive the economic regen¬ 
eration of the South East, it has 370 staff at 
Chatham and Guildford. 

In a statement Seeda said the economic 
downturn had had a “significant impact” on its 
financial resources. 

“Funding for regional development agencies 
has been redirected towards measures to help 
businesses and home-buyers survive the 
downturn and our budgets are reduced fur¬ 
ther as we will not now earn expected capital 
receipts from sale of land and properties. 

“As a result, we have about £50m less than 
we expected to invest in our programmes over 
the next two years.

“Over the next two years we also need to 
save £3.6m from our administration budget. 
While we will reduce overheads where possi¬ 
ble, these will mainly be taken from staff 
savings.” 

A spokesman said the number and location 
of the cuts would only be known following the 
completion of its restructuring programme. 

It is responsible for the redevelopment of 
Chatham Maritime and has offices in grounds 
of the former Royal Navy dockyard. 

This week Seeda said it had been instru¬ 
mental in creating jobs equivalent to a £2.64 
billion addition to the South East’s economy in 
four years. 

Research, by PricewaterhouseCoopers (PwC), 
shows every £1 spent by Seeda during 2002-03 
to 2006-07 generated £5.60 in ‘gross value 
added’ for the region. The study reviewed 25 
Seeda programmes, which amounted to 81 
per cent of its programme expenditure dur¬ 
ing the period. 

The research identified the creation or 
safeguarding of over 39,000 jobs; 33,000 
businesses assisted; 216 hectares of brown¬ 
field land made fit for development; the cre¬ 
ation of more than 2,500 new businesses 
and more than 66,000 people helped to 
develop new skills. 

It also reports a potential 150,000 further 
jobs will be created during the total lifespan 
of projects with long-term objectives.

“This research demonstrates the value we 
have added by supporting businesses and 
individuals, creating additional jobs and 
skills, and working with local authorities to 
deliver social and physical regeneration. 

“Especially at this time of economic uncer¬ 
tainty, we aim to be an agile, focused and 
responsive regional development agency, 
adding further value to the South East econ¬ 
omy in the key areas of international trade 
and inward investment, nurturing global 
companies; innovation, through collabora¬ 
tions to commercialise new ideas; and busi¬ 
ness growth, through excellent infrastruc¬ 
ture and expert support.” 


Council to rule on 


freight depot bid

IT’S been a big week for the staff 
and students at the Sutton 
Valence School, near Maidstone. 

Its choir was raising the roof at the 
Vatican in Rome, and the school founder’s 
original parchment dating back to 16th 
century was handed back. 

The choir is made up of 46 pupils aged 12- 
18. Escorted by eight members of staff, they 
sang for priests and visitors at the Vatican 
during a six-day singing tour of some of the 
city’s most prestigious venues. 

They started at The Pantheon on Tuesday, 
and then it was on to St Mary’s Maggiore 
and St Peter’s Basilica, in the Vatican, as 
well as in the catacombs of Southern Rome. 

The choir has been rehearsing a pro¬ 
gramme of 12 traditional anthems and 
choral music written by a range of English 
composers, from Thomas Tallis and William 
Byrd, to classics by Mozart, which they per¬ 
formed throughout the week. 

The tour was arranged by the school’s 
director of music Phil Horley, following a 
highly successful tour to Verona in 2002.

He said: “The classical background of 
Rome is a perfect setting for this wonderful 
choral music and it should give the choir a 
great experience, as well as confidence in 
performing in front of a much wider audi¬ 
ence than usual.” 

As well as singing their hearts out, the 
students also had a chance to visit the 
Colosseum and the harbour in Anzio, site of 
the famous Allied amphibian landings dur¬ 
ing World War Two. 

Meanwhile, a handwritten parchment, 
dated April 12,1580, and signed by William 
Lambe, the founder of Sutton Valence School 
and a trusted friend of King Hemy VIII, was 
handed back to the school for its archives by 
the Worshipful Company of Clothworkers. 

It reflects the school’s fascinating history. 

William Lambe, who lived near the school 
at Chart Sutton, was originally a chorister at

Gentleman of the Chapel Royal and making his 
fortune in the wool trade and land ownership. 

He became Master of the Worshipful 
Company of Clothworkers, and founded the 
school in 1576 to educate the sons of cloth¬ 
workers and Kentish yeomen. He died in 1580. 

The school’s archivist David Pickard said: 
“This is a wonderful acquisition. The parch¬ 
ment is in excellent condition, clearly readable, 
and bears William Lambe’s own signature.” 

The document is an ‘indenture’, pledging that 


the school would continue to be maintained and 
run by the Worshipful Company after Lambe’s 
death, which happened just months later. 

The clothworkers owned the school until 
1910, when it was sold to the United 
Westminster Foundation, a charity maintain¬ 
ing independent schools. 

Today, Sutton Valence is a flourishing pri¬ 
vate school with 580 pupils, much-expanded 
from the site occupied by William Lambe’s 
original grammar school, and with an associ¬ 
ated 380-pupil preparatory school.

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Port jobs move to new firms 


THE final transfers of landside 
jobs at the Port of Dover have 
taken place. 

The move follows a battle from 
quayside workers to put a stop to 
outsourcing, with strike action 
taking place in November last 
year.

Battered women backing Home Office initiative 


Action to tackle 
domestic abuse 



SHOCKING: More than a third of us know a victim of domestic violence

“IT’S truly terrifying when 
the man you think might 
one day kill you says he 
will never let you leave ” 

Those are the words of Julia 
Branch, 43, from Bexley, who until 
she escaped from the clutches of her 
violent husband was one of the thou¬ 
sands of women in the UK who suffer 
emotional and physical abuse at the 
hands of their partners every year. 

Last month the Home Office 
launched a nationwide consultation 
on the subject, which included a 
roadshow at Bluewater where shop¬ 
pers could voice their opinions on 
how they feel domestic violence 
should be tackled. 

Speaking to KOS Media to help 
publicise the strategy, Miss Branch 
offered an insight into the life of an 
abused woman: “My husband would 
often punch me and pull me about 
by my hair, even when I was preg¬ 
nant. He also threatened to kill me 
quite a few times, and over things 
that appeared quite trivial. He did¬ 
n’t like me having my own opinions 
and he wouldn’t let me go to work. It 
was all about control with him. 

“Eventually he threw me and the 
children out, so we had to sleep at 
friends’ houses until we were taken 
in by the women’s refuge. They’ve 
been great and I’ve managed to get 
myself back on my feet now.” 

According to a survey conducted 
by Ipsos MORI, more than a third of 
people know a woman who has been 
the victim of domestic violence. 

Furthermore, just over two in five 
believe a woman should be held either 
partly or fully responsible for being 
sexually assaulted or raped if she has 
been flirting heavily with a man. 

Kelly James, 36, from Gravesend, 
said it can often be difficult for 
women to leave violent relation¬ 
ships: “I believed marriage was for 
life and that my husband and I 


would be able to sort out our prob¬ 
lems. When he hit me I was made to 
believe it was my fault and that I 
deserved it. It didn’t occur to me I 
was a victim of domestic abuse. 

“I was married to him for seven 
years, he controlled who I could be 
friends with and when I could see 
my family. I couldn’t go out, some¬ 
times he would beat me if he didn’t 
think the house was clean enough. 

Depression 

“It was a nightmare. The problem 
was he looked so calm and innocent 
and was very softly-spoken. You 
wouldn’t have believed he was capa¬ 
ble of the things he did to me.” 

Over the coming weeks, 
Government representatives will be 
speaking to thousands of people 
across the country through the 
internet, in focus groups and road¬ 
shows in more than 40 towns across 
the country. 

The new strategy will also include 
a review into police powers for deal¬ 
ing with serial perpetrators of 


domestic violence and a review of 
the sexualisation of teenage girls. 

Both Miss Branch and Miss 
James were able to get back on their 
feet due to the help and support of 
women’s refuge volunteers. 

Deborah Jordan, of the north Kent 
branch of Women’s Aid, is glad the 
Government was taking the issue 
seriously. 

She said: “Most of the women who 
come through our doors are suffer¬ 
ing with depression. They could also 
be using drink or drugs as a coping 
mechanism. But in the worst case 
scenario they wouldn’t even make it 
to us because they have either com¬ 
mitted suicide or been murdered. 

“Anything that helps publicise 
domestic violence is a good thing 
because for too long it has been 
swept under the carpet.”

Restaurateur champions the little people and urges us all to make the effort 


Encouraging our growing 
interest in food from Kent 


FLIPPING over a menu in a restaurant today is rarely 
an eye-opening experience. 

Maybe it will have the desserts...or perhaps simply a heavy hint 
to leave a tip if you believe the service has been up to scratch. 
Some, simply offer a splodge of someone else's leftovers. 

Yet for one restaurant, in a pretty village just outside 
Maidstone, the menu has been turned into an opportunity to 
underline its Kentish credentials. 

Because in the award-winning Mulberry Tree in Boughton 
Monchelsea, owners list the suppliers of all the main ingredients. 

Want to know who plucked your fish and shellfish from the cool 
waters of the Channel? Easy. Want to know where the succulent 
lamb was reared? Take a peek. 

It is a transparency which has proved a big hit for the restau¬ 
rant - and played a role in it scooping the prestigious and hotly 
contested title of restaurant of the year in the Taste of Kent 
awards at Leeds Castle in February. 

The Produced in Kent-backed awards reward those who sup¬ 
port local suppliers and producers. Putting the source of the food 
in the diners' face proved a shrewd move. 

Karen Williams, the amiable owner of the Mulberry Tree, 
explained: "Putting the suppliers on the back of the menu works 
in two ways. It's great advertising for them but it keeps them on 
their toes too. 


"For example, and not that it's ever happened, but if someone is 
eating a piece of meat they don't think comes up to scratch, well, 
the supplier's name is on the menu so they are named and 
shamed. 

"It's guite an unusual thing to do but we get a lot of comments 
about it." 

The Mulberry Tree is something of an oddity in itself. Finding 
the restaurant, hidden deep within classic Kentish countryside 
features of oast houses and rolling hills, is something of a chal¬ 
lenge in itself, and when you do finally arrive, it looks more like a 
residential property than a restaurant. 

It has been purpose built and walking inside is a mix between 
entering someone's home and a London eatery. There's a small bar 
area, and the tables are well spaced in a light and airy dining area. 

Mrs Williams is no stranger to the hospitality business, with 19 
years' experience and, most recently, a five-year stint running a 
hotel in the Cotswolds under her belt. But a desire to return to the 
county she grew up in - she hails from Dartford - and to be close 
to her mother (who lives in West Mailing) saw her plant the seeds 
of the Mulberry Tree. 

Today, nearly two years on, it has bucked the downward trend 
as its revenues increase in what is traditionally one of the slowest 
periods of the year. And with both her mother and daughter 
involved in the day-to-day running, it is very much a personal, fam¬ 
ily-run business. 


Yet it is the food which puts this hidden treasure in the spot¬ 
light. In a perfect fit with KOS Media's campaign of urging our 
readers to demand locally produced and sourced food and drink - 
spearheaded by our www.foodforkent.co.uk website - it is a vision 
embraced wholeheartedly by the Mulberry Tree. 

And it takes the need to 'go local' very seriously. All of its meat 
comes from nearby Cranbrook; for example the beef from the 
Angley School farm and the venison from Staplehurst. Wild mush¬ 
rooms are foraged in the fields locally by an expert and the fish is 
chosen fresh from the catch of the day by crews in Hythe. Even 
the flour for the freshly made and baked bread is local. 

The salmon, admittedly, comes from Scotland... but, jokes Mrs 
Williams, "our chef is Scottish, so he claims it's local to him". 

It has even secured the once thought impossible and put 
together an entirely Kentish cheeseboard. 

The owner adds: "Sourcing local is the way forward. Life 
changes and we evolve with it. By doing this we're championing 
the little people. I've always dealt with local suppliers - not as con¬ 
sciously as I do now - but it is important to me. 

"We are a little person, an independent. We have to fight hard 
to survive. Spending locally is vital. 

"Campaigns such as yours are tapping into a real shift 
right now. It's like cutting down on using carrier bags. Now when 
I go shopping I consciously make an effort to buy seasonal, 
local, food."

Rugby event 
is side-lined 
after trouble 

A POPULAR family sporting event that 
attracts hundreds of revellers through the 
gates has been cancelled. 

Thanet Wanderers rugby club called off their 
Easter 7s tournament after last year’s event 
was dogged by frayed tempers and under-age 
drinking. It has led club officials to postpone 
the event until next year, when they hope to 
bring it back. 

A Thanet Wanderers spokesman said: “The 
tournament had started to outgrow itself and 
was attracting some local undesirables who we 
couldn’t stop coming - it was becoming more 
and more of a problem.” 

The day has been an annual event held at 
the club’s home of St Peter’s recreation ground 
in Callis Court Road, Broadstairs, which is a 
public park. Club associates are often invited 
to join in, forming teams of their own to take 
part, but in recent years many teams who 
have not played rugby before have participat¬ 
ed, too. It has led to on-pitch scuffles. 

Meanwhile, youngsters who have brought 
alcohol along with them to drink on the side¬ 
lines have been arrested as the action takes 
place, while the bill to remove the rubbish was 
starting to hit club finances. 

The spokesman said: ‘We thought it was wise 
to have a rethink. It’s a great community event, 
so we want to downscale it a bit and will be hav¬ 
ing a 7s event sooner than that. As it’s a public 
area it’s hard to control who comes along.” 

A statement on the club’s website said: “It is 
with regret the annual Thanet Wanderers 
RUFC Easter 7s tournament will not take place 
in 2009. We hope to reintroduce the tourna¬ 
ment in 2010.”

Abused mum 
left homeless 
by the council 
for two years 


A HOMELESS mother who fled 
to Medway to escape domestic 
violence was failed by bungling 
council chiefs, an independent 
ombudsman has found. 

And the case has highlighted 
town hall procedures that mean 
council housing may not have 
been allocated fairly. 

The woman - given the pseu¬ 
donym of Miss James for legal 
reasons - moved to the towns 
with her daughter in 2006 after 
suffering horrific abuse at the 
hands of her ex-partner. 

She applied to the council for 
housing in August and found 
temporary accommodation at a 
women’s refuge four months 
later. After eight months of con¬ 
stant setbacks and complex 
council red tape, the refuge man¬ 
ager took up her fight for hous¬ 
ing but her emails were ignored 
and not placed on record. 

The Citizens Advice Bureau 
took on her case in March last 
year to seek clarification of Miss 
James’ position and complained 
to the local government ombuds¬ 
man three months later - near¬ 
ly two years after Miss James 
fled to Medway. 

Errors 

Ombudsman Tony Redmond’s 
report into the case heavily criti¬ 
cised council bosses and called for 
the authority to pay her £500 com¬ 
pensation for “its errors in han¬ 
dling her housing application”. 

Mr Redmond found the council 
had been allocating accommoda¬ 
tion on the basis of an undocu¬ 
mented system of ‘sub-bands’ 
since September, 2002. 

He wrote: “In the absence of 
any documentation to support 
the verbal explanation of how 
sub-bands operate, it seems

unlikely they have been applied 
consistently. This raises the possi¬ 
bility people have not been treated 
equitably. But who, or how many, 
it is not possible to say.” 

The ombudsman found the 
council failed to maintain proper 
records of contact with Miss 
James’ support workers at the 
refuge and failed to reply to cor¬ 
respondence from the refuge 
and the CAB. 

The council also offered her 
temporary accommodation and 
subsequently discharged its duty 
when this was refused. 
Furthermore, the council failed 
to advise Miss James of her 
statutoiy review rights before 
discharging its duty towards her. 

More errors were made with 
Miss James’ priority banding, 
but these were later corrected. 

A Medway Council spokesman 
said: “We apologise for the dis¬ 
tress caused to Miss James. 

“In 2008 Medway Council was 
subject to an external assess¬ 
ment by the Audit Commission. 
This identified a number of 
areas and issues the council 
needed to address. 

“Good progress has been made 
in addressing these areas, 
including those highlighted 
within the ombudsman’s report. 

“The council has already taken 
a number of positive actions to 
improve all of its housing servic¬ 
es and this includes the way in 
which housing is allocated. 

“A new policy has already been 
implemented. The council is con¬ 
fident this will lead to an 
improved service for those 
requiring assistance.”

Man, 60, jailed 
after horrifying 
child abuse 



PREDATOR: David Ransley 



A PAEDOPHILE has been put behind prison bars for 15 
years after being convicted of a string of sexual attacks on 
two young girls. 

David Ransley, 60, of Frank Apps Close, Newington, was found guilty of 10 
counts of sexual offences including rape, sexual assault of a child and causing a 
child to engage in sexual activity. Ransley was told he must serve at least half 
the jail term before he is eligible for release. 

Sentencing at Maidstone Crown Court on Wednesday, Judge Martin Joy said 
Ransley had shown significant planning to commit the offences, even obtaining 
a prescription of Viagra so he could have sex with his victims. 

He also said Ransley had shown his 
victims “no empathy at all” and he had 
used “significant interpersonal skills to 
gain the trust of these victims and then 
abused that trust”. 

Judge Joy added that “he had no doubt 
the degree of harm Ransley had done to 
his victims will last a very long time”. 

The prosecution was a result of a year¬ 
long investigation by child protection 
officers based at Sittingbourne police 
station. Det Con John Milham, who led 
the investigation, said: “Ransley was a 
dangerous predator who cynically 
abused the trust shown to him by the 
I victims and their families, for his own 
I sexual gratification. 

Sheer bravery 

“The success of this investigation 
would not have been possible without 
the sheer bravery of the victims and 
they should be commended for their 
courage in coming forward to report 
these crimes. Without that courage, this 
case may never have come to court. 

“I hope this sentence will allow the vic¬ 
tims to continue to rebuild their lives, 
safe in the knowledge that this man will 
remain in prison for a long time. 

“Every child matters and those who 
abuse children will be pursued by police, 
no matter how long ago those crimes 
were committed.” 

Ransley will have to sign the Sex 
Offenders Register for life and will not 
be allowed to work with children. 

He will also be subject to a Sexual 
Offences Prevention Order for an indef¬ 
inite period. 
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Dockyard’s new role - 25 years on

Rising from 
the ashes of 
a post Cold 
War world 


WHEN Chatham Dockyard shut 
down 25 years ago this week, the 
lives of thousands of Kent work¬ 
ers were changed for ever. 

For more than 400 years the naval base 
had played a crucial role in the defence of 
Britain and the development of the Empire 
and Commonwealth, but its glorious history 
was not enough to save it from closure. 

In the dockyard’s place has risen the 
Chatham Historic Dockyard Trust, which cel¬ 
ebrated its anniversary on Wednesday with a 
25-gun salute in front of hundreds of former 
workers and dignitaries. 

Among them were housing minister 
Margaret Beckett and Medway Council 
leader Cllr Rodney Chambers. 

“The closure of the dockyard in 1984 meant 
the loss of thousands of jobs and the pay 
packets that went with them. It was a mas¬ 
sive blow to the community and the local 
economy,” Cllr Chambers said. 

“This was a devastating time for the area 
and some people said we would never recov¬ 
er from this awful milestone in our history. 

“However, this area is tough, resilient and 
resourceful. Because of this, Medway has 
managed to move on. 

“Since the closure, we’ve seen the success¬ 
ful development of the Historic Dockyard 
into a national tourist venue and candidate 
for World Heritage Site status, the regenera¬ 
tion on St Mary’s Island and Chatham docks. 

“In addition, there has been major growth 
at the Medway City Estate with 600 compa¬ 
nies now providing 6,000 jobs. Four universi¬ 
ties have also expanded into the area, mean¬ 
ing 10,000 students now take their courses 
here.”

Chatham’s association with shipbuilding 
can be traced to the 16th century, when ves¬ 
sels were prepared for the Elizabethan navy’s 
battles against the Spanish Armada. 

When wood and sail gave way to iron and 
steam, Chatham underwent a major expan¬ 
sion. In the first decade of the 20th century 
the dockyard began constructing submarines 
and 57 boats would be supplied to the Navy 
within the next 60 years. 

It also played a key role in both world 
wars, as well as the peacekeeping duties that 
followed. 

Chatham Dockyard Historical Society 
chairman Brian Jenkins said at Wednesday’s 
festivities that he was delighted to see the 
dockyard thriving once more. 

He said: “I was one of the team that dis¬ 
posed of the last items at the dockyard when 
it shut down -1 was here until the last. 

“I’ve always thought that we need to see 
the dockyard being occupied and being used 
as it is today. 

“It’s great to see all these people in the 
dockyard again - there are quite a few ex¬ 
workers here. 

‘What we need to see in the future is more 
money being invested in the dockyard but 
I’m aware that finances are very tight.”

WWI discovery 

could become 

a big attraction 

A UNIQUE system of trenches that has remained undiscovered 
for almost a century has been revealed by a team of archaeologists 
and historians. - 


The overgrown remains of the dug-outs 
used to train soldiers during World War 
One lie in woods behind the current Army 
base at Shorncliffe. 

They include a zigzagging network of 
trenches, bunkers, shelters and artefacts 
which have been buried under a tangle of 
trees and shrubs since they were aban¬ 
doned in late 1918. 

They are close to the military cemetery 
just outside the base in an area at one time 
used as a rubbish dump. It is now littered 
with broken water tanks, crockery and 
metal fittings. 

Specialist 

The team that made the discovery had 
studied old maps of the area that showed 
the likely location of the fortifications. But 
members were stunned at the dimensions 
of the network they uncovered. 

Some of the trenches still have in place 
the original corrugated iron used to prop up 
the earth. 

Other discoveries were fragments of a 
mm bottle and an old gasmask. 

The next stage will be to fully clear 
the site as it is hidden beneath 90 years of 
vegetation growth. Then history buffs 
intend to open up the remains and turn 
them into a visitor attraction for Shepway. 

Archaeologist Dr David Kenyon specialis¬ 
es in uncovering 1914-18 remains and has 
done important work on preserving them in

France. He has also worked with Channel 
Four’s Time Team. 

He said: ‘What we have found is a net¬ 
work which stretches across a large area. 
There are mock frontline trenches, commu¬ 
nication trenches and rear areas. 

“This is a major part of our heritage we 
have got here - especially for the local area. 

‘We have found what would have been 
the last training area for soldiers who went 
off to the real trenches in France. 

“They would have marched from here just 
a few miles to the docks in Folkestone and 
many, of course, would never return.” 

Volunteers and a group of military re¬ 
enactors who specialise in World War One 
all took part in last Sunday’s rediscovery. 

They were supervised by members of the 
Shorncliffe Redoubt Preservation Society, 
which aims to record the history of the 
base, that dates from 1796 and is the cur¬ 
rent home of the Gurkhas. 

Chairman Chris Shaw said: “Our long¬ 
term aim is to rebuild the whole system for 
educational and re-enactment purposes. 

“The trenches will be a key focus of the 
Shorncliffe Museum and Heritage Park 
which we plan to build. 

“It will be called the Trench Experience 
and give visitors the chance to see what it 
was like to fight in France and Belgium all 
those years ago.”

POCKET WATCH: Take appropriate steps to see your business survive economic downturn

EXPERTS are predicting that more 
than 40,000 companies will be 
declared insolvent during 2009 - a 
rise of 35 per cent in last year, and 
62 per cent higher than in 2007. 

To help ensure your firm doesn’t become 
one of the victims, national insurance broker 
Bluefin Insurance Services, which has offices 
in Gravesend, Maidstone and Tonbridge, has 
drawn up a list of protection tips for reces¬ 
sion-battered firms. 

Peter Castle, executive director, pinpointed, 
for example, money owed as a crucial factor 
that could affect cash flow 

“Money owed may represent as much as 40 
per cent of a company’s actual assets. 

“What would happen to your business if a 
major supplier or creditor went under? As 
insolvencies climb, having adequate credit 
insurance could mean the difference between 
your business surviving or failing.” 

His six top tips to keep one step ahead of 
the increased dangers facing businesses in 
2009 are: 

• Take a long-term view over redundancies. 
Cutting too much from your skills base may 
create irreversible workload pressures. 


• Ensure your business employs best prac¬ 
tice in employment matters. Recent rises in 
statutory redundancy pay rates mean layoffs 
are more expensive than ever. 

• Take care when changing your insurance 
cover, and do so only if you are sure it will not 
compromise your ability to win new business. 
Many organisations, particularly in the pub¬ 
lic sector, have strict insurance requirements 
included in their supplier contracts. 

• Be realistic about any insurance premi¬ 
um savings obtainable from changes to your 
cover. Remember that legal and regulatory 
risk exposure does not recede in a recession. 


• Don’t give staff a reason to defect to 
rivals by cutting back on training and risk 
management. Dissatisfied staff are more like¬ 
ly to try to commit fraud, which is on the rise 
as the economy worsens. 

• Credit insurance can provide vital pro¬ 
tection from the potentially terminal disrup¬ 
tion of bad debt and late payment. Make sure 
you have adequate cover. 

Mr Castle said: “With professional advice, 
awareness of the risks ahead and perhaps 
just a little bit of luck, well-prepared busi¬ 
nesses have every chance of surviving the 
downturn.”

Solicitor Nadia Omar offers this checklist for 
recession-hit firms who will also be facing new 
employment law rules coming in early in April 


The New ACAS Code of Practice 

The Employment Act 2008 will repeal the 
controversial statutory dispute resolution 
procedures. 

It will be replaced by the new ACAS Code 
of Practice on disciplinary and grievance 
procedures. 

This is expected to reduce the regulatory 
burden for employers and provide greater 
flexibility for managing workplace disputes. 

The code only applies to disciplinary and 
grievance matters and does not apply to 
redundancy dismissals. 

Employers are encouraged to resolve 
disputes informally and consider the use of 
mediation. 

Employers should carry out the 
disciplinary and grievance process without 
delay and ensure all matters are fully 
investigated. 

Failure to follow the disciplinary procedure 
will no longer render a dismissal 
automatically unfair and employers will not 
be penalised for technical breaches of the code. 

Employers should beware: grievances have 
been extended to cover all concerns, 
problems or complaints, and employees no 
longer need to raise a grievance and wait 28 
days prior to issuing a claim. 

Tribunals will have the power to increase or 
decrease an award by 25 per cent for an 
unreasonable failure to comply with the code. 

Trade union membership rules 

The implementation of section 19 of the act 
will entitle a trade union to exclude or expel 
members who belong to a political party such 
as the BNP. 

To safeguard individuals from arbitrary 
abuse, union rules must allow it, a fair 
procedure must be followed and it must not 
result in the loss of an individual’s livelihood 
or other “exceptional hardship”. 

The low number of claims that are lodged 


against unions for wrongful expulsion 
suggests that this amendment is unlikely to 
have much practical effect. 

The Employment Tribunals (Constitution 
and Rules of Procedure) (Amendment) 
Regulations 2008 

The regulations remove a judge’s discretion 
not to issue a default judgment if a response 
is not filed. 

This makes it essential for respondents to 
file a response within the 28-day time limit. 
Failure to do so will bar the respondent from 
submitting a defence and may result in the 
claim being determined without a hearing. 

The rules relating to the withdrawal and 
dismissal of claims have been clarified. 

If a claim has been withdrawn, 
respondents should apply to have the claim 
dismissed within 28 days. This will bar a 
claimant from re-lodging the claim. 

Furthermore, proceedings which have been 
withdrawn and settled through ACAS will be 
automatically dismissed by the tribunal. 
This will avoid the need to make a separate 
dismissal application. 

New rules on electronic communication 
will assist parties relying on evidence by 
disabled witnesses or those abroad who are 
unable to attend the hearing. 

Employment Tribunals Act 1996 (Tribunal 
Composition) Order 2009 

This will enable cases of unpaid holiday 
pay to be heard by an employment judge 
sitting alone. 

Claims are usually heard by an 
employment judge and two lay members. 

TTiis order should result in such cases 
being dealt with faster and more efficiently.

Taxman will be getting tough 


KENT companies could 
soon find they’re getting 
unexpected visits from the 
taxman as HM Revenue 
and Customs picks up 
tough new powers to enter 
business premises. 

Steve Carpenter, tax 
manager at Maidstone- 
based DSH Chartered 
accountants and business 
advisors, warned: “From 
April 1, HMRC will have a 
new code of powers and 
penalties that will make it 
easier for them to obtain 
information and, if irregul¬ 
arities are found, to match 
a penalty to the seriousness 
of the mistake or omission.” 

The powers being given 
to HMRC, which aim to 
identify situations where 
there is a greater risk of 
mistakes being made in the 
completion of tax returns, 
will enable officers to: 

• Obtain documents from 
a business at any time, even 
if a return has yet to be filed.

• Request information 
from third parties, such as 
banks. 

• Enter business 
premises to inspect the 
premises, business assets 
and documents. 

Mr Carpenter continued: 
“Although genuine 

mistakes will not incur a 
charge, penalties will be 
charged as a percentage of 
any additional tax due and 
are banded depending 
upon circumstances. 

“For example, if the 
mistake arises because you 


failed to take reasonable 
care in completing your tax 
return, the penalty will be up 
to 30 per cent, but if it is a 
deliberate understatement 
that you attempt to conceal, 
the penalty could be up to 
100 per cent. 

“The concept of ‘taking 
reasonable care’ is key to 
the value of the penalty 
and will vary from 
taxpayer to taxpayer. 

“A large company with its 
own accounts department 
will be expected to have a 
higher standard of accuracy 
in its record keeping than 
an individual, but both 
must keep adequate records 
to enable them to complete 
the required returns and to 
spot a significant error. 

“The processes are 
becoming more structured 
and so, to avoid penalties in 
the future, it is important to 
ensure your records are 
adequate and to seek advice 
for your particular situation.” 
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NEW LAW: From April 1 the minimum

Businesses prepare 
for the tide of change

EMPLOYERS need to brace 
themselves now for more 
employment law changes. 

Some changes will have an impact on how 
businesses have to manage their employees, 
while others will result in a greater financial 
burden on businesses. 

On April 6 the Employment Act 2008 
abolishes the much-criticised statutory 
disciplinary, dismissal and grievance 
procedures, and businesses will be required to 
comply with the new ACAS Code of Practice. 

The code will not be legally binding but it 
will be regarded as best practice and it will be 
used to determine whether a fair procedure 
has been followed. 

Defending an employment claim will become 
easier, though Employment Tribunals will no 
longer be compelled to decide that a dismissal 
was automatically unfair if the employer 
failed to follow one part of the old procedure. 

Interestingly the code will not apply to all 
dismissals. For example it won’t apply to 
redundancies. 

There are also complex transitional provisions 
and employers should exercise caution and take 
early advice as a failure to follow the code could 
result in an employment tribunal increasing an 
award of compensation by up to 25 per cent. 

Aside from the demise of the statutory 
procedures, other changes impacting on 
businesses from April 6 include increases in: 

• Statutory Sick Pay to £79.15 a week 

• Statutory Maternity, Paternity and 
Adoption Pay to £123.06 a week. 

These increases are in line with the annual 
changes the Government announces in these 
benefits and in certain cases the payments can 
be recovered from the Government. Rumours 
abound that statutory redundancy pay may be 
increased from the present cap of £350 a week 
- but these remain rumours at present. 

Aside from those benefits increasing, holiday 
entitlement is also increasing. From April 1 the 


minimum paid holiday for workers increased 
to 5.6 weeks or 28 days each year. This should 
be pro-rated for part-time workers. 

For businesses already offering workers 28 
days including bank holidays there is no change. 

For those that don’t offer this at the moment 
though, they should review their terms and 
conditions to ensure 28 days holiday is the 
minimum entitlement. 

April also sees the extension of the right to 
request flexible working to parents of children 
up to 16 years of age being introduced. 

Businesses should ensure that their 
employment policies and procedures reflect 
this new right. Although it does not give a 
right to flexible working, businesses should 
prepare themselves for an increase in requests 
to work flexibly from employees with children 


over six years of age. 

From April 6, a failure to pay the national 
minimum wage to workers could result in a 
criminal penalty and a claim for underpayment 
of arrears plus a financial penalty. 

HM Revenue and Customs will have 
compliance officers with additional inspection 
powers to search, seize and remove 
documents. 

National minimum wage offences will carry 
criminal penalties ranging from £100 to £5,000. 

Some of these changes could have a negative 
impact on businesses and increase their costs at 
an already difficult time. However the abolition 
of the statutory procedures should be a very 
positive step for businesses going forward.

Renting or buying? 
Move your business 
into the right property

MANY firms battling the reces¬ 
sion are thinking of moving - but 
a commercial property is a major 
undertaking not to be taken light¬ 
ly as it can affect a company’s 
growth for a long time. 

Experts say there are as many opinions 
regarding buying or renting commercial 
properties as there are commercial proper¬ 
ties - so before you decide which way to 
jump, your business should take into account 
its own strengths, weaknesses and future 
plans. 

What suits others won’t necessarily suit 
you. Your premises may turn out to be your 
business’s largest fixed asset, which makes 
your choice of whether to rent or buy proper¬ 
ty an important one. 

There are many reasons for renting, 
including: 

• Saving capital outlay 

• Flexibility of location 

• Savings on maintenance and other costs. 

As a rule of thumb, renting is a good option 

for new businesses as it cuts down on the 
capital outlay needed and potentially saves 
having to borrow as much capital from other 
sources. 

If you have a low cash flow and prefer to 
keep your property costs flexible, then rent¬ 
ing may be the best option as it releases more 
money to invest in equipment, stock and 
employees’ salaries.

A mortgage is usually the highest fixed cost 
of any business, so if you are a company with 
a good cash flow and relatively low fixed 
costs then purchasing a property may well be 
right for you. 

When you own your commercial property 
you can develop the space as you require 
with the possibility of subletting any unused 
room, giving your business extra income. 

Generally mortgage repayments are at 
similar levels to rental payments, and 
although mortgage interest rates may 
increase on a commercial mortgage these are 
tax-deductible. 

When you own a property the possibility of 
large rent increases is removed, which 
enables you to budget better and provides 
greater security. 

One of the downsides of buying is you’ll 
need to come up with a large deposit, and in 
the initial stages of any business this money 
could be put to other more immediate busi¬ 
ness uses. 

It also becomes more difficult to relocate 
your business should circumstances change. 

Getting out of a rental agreement is far 
easier and usually a lot quicker than selling 
premises or re-letting.

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Where there’s a will 
there’s a better way 


WE can always be sure of two 
things - recession or no recession - 
and that’s taxes and the Grim 
Reaper. 

And in a time of economic turmoil you don’t 
want your family having to cope with your 
tangled estate if you drop off the twig and 
don’t leave a will. 

Those of us who have come across the chaos 
which can happen when someone dies intes¬ 
tate invariably have some awful tales to tell of 
‘what went to whom’ - and why. 

Intestacy 

With intestacy rules having changed recent¬ 
ly, the picture is likely to become even more 
confusing, says Chatham-based law firm 
Stephens & Son. 

Although people who inherit under the rules 
have not changed, the amounts involved have. 

If you are married with children, the first 
£250,000 of your estate will now go to your 
surviving spouse, with the rest divided among 
your children. 

However, the picture gets much more com¬ 
plex if you don’t have a spouse or civil partner, 
or children - as surviving parents and siblings 
are then brought into the equation. 

Ultimately, half-brothers and sisters and 
cousins can fall into the frame if there is no 
closer next of kin.

said: “Too many people still think that it does¬ 
n’t matter to them what happens to their 
estate once they are dead and gone. 

“In reality, it can be a costly and time-con¬ 
suming process for surviving relatives to deal 
with intestacy and all too often it leads to fam¬ 
ily disputes and bitter arguments. 

“Making a will and keeping it up-to-date is 
the only sure-fire way of ensuring your legacy 
is left to those whom you want to inherit. 

“Long-lost cousins that you fell out with 
more than 20 years ago often emerge from the 
woodwork when there’s no will to be found. 

“If you die without a valid will your estate 
will be administered in accordance with the 
intestacy rules. 

“This is a statutory ‘pecking order’ which dic¬ 
tates who gets what from your estate and who 
is entitled to administer that estate. 

“By their very nature the intestacy rules 
must be general and it therefore stands to rea¬ 
son that they will not be suitable for everyone.” 

Wills can be used to encompass not only who 
you would like to administer your estate upon 
your death and to list your beneficiaries, but 
also to appoint guardians of children under 18, 
make personal gifts (of jewellery, for example), 
set out your funeral wishes, incorporate tax 
saving measures and deal with a whole host of 
business and family matters.

Follow these top tips to help your business 
through the current challenges and make 
them standard practice in future: 

Terms and conditions of business 

• Review your existing terms and conditions 
to ensure your business is adequately protect¬ 
ed, alternatively put fresh terms and condi¬ 
tions in place. 

• Ensure the battle of the forms’ is won, 
impose your terms and conditions at each 
stage of the contract formation process, espe¬ 
cially when providing samples and quotes. 

• In the event that delivered goods are not 
paid for, ensure they remain your property by 
including a ‘retention of title’ clause within 
your terms and conditions. 

• Agree to the terms of payment before 
orders are placed, including both the time for 
payment and the right to charge for interest in 
the event of late or non payment. You have the 
option to charge interest for late payment of 
invoices either under the terms of the contract 
or under the Late Payment of Commercial 
Debts (Interest) Act 1998. 

• Effective terms and conditions could save 
your business from becoming engaged in cost¬ 
ly litigation.

Receiving payment on time 

• Issue clear and accurate invoices on time 
and always follow them up. 

• Offer as many methods of payment as you 
can. 

• Send letters at predetermined intervals 
which ask for written confirmation of satisfac¬ 
tory delivery of the goods/services, indicate the 
amount outstanding, and demand payment in 
accordance with your terms. 

• If you state that you will be instructing 
solicitors if payment is not received, make sure 
you do so and promptly. Your credibility is key 
to you getting paid. 

• Record the date and outcome of all contact 
made with the debtor. 

• Be proactive and chase late payments, late 
payments and bad debts lead to liquidity and 
cash-flow problems, and may even force a busi¬ 
ness into insolvency. 

Good credit control 

• Know your debtor - do credit checks, stick 
to credit limits and monitor the behaviour of 
your debtors. 

• If you are having difficulty in recovering 
what is owed to you, seek assistance quickly. 

• When dealing with outstanding payments 
decide whether it is worth a fight. 

• Consider your customer and, if they are key 
to your business, approach it diplomatically. 

• Listen to your debtor and, if there is a com¬ 


plaint, be objective and resolve it. 

• If you decide to instruct debt collectors 
ensure you make checks before using an agency. 

• Find out what methods the agency uses. 
Maintaining business relationships and a good 
reputation are as important to your business as 
getting paid. Remember that unlawful methods 
such as harassment could lead to you being 
liable and can constitute a criminal offence. 

• Avoid the last resort. Explain what steps 
you intend to take and try to reach an agree¬ 
ment. Recovery without legal proceedings is 
invariably the most desirable option. 

• Always try to have a meaningful dialogue 
with your customer to find out why the debt 
has not been paid. If possible, consider offering 
instalments as a payment option. If you have 
a good system for dealing with debtors, paying 
someone else to collect your debts will hopeful¬ 
ly be a rarely used last resort. 

• Managing credit and cash flow in tougher 
economic conditions is as important, if not 
more, as obtaining sales. 

• Make sure you take the time to deal with 
this critical issue. 

• Lastly, make sure the payment terms you 
agree with your suppliers match, as far as pos¬ 
sible, your own cash-flow forecasts. If your 
suppliers are reducing the credit period avail¬ 
able to you then you will need to try to do the 
same with your customers.

Drivers weigh poor savings 
returns against cutting bills 


BY STEVE LOADER 


WITH savings accounts current¬ 
ly delivering such poor interest, 
many people see trading in a 
‘gas guzzler’ for a cheaper and 
more economical model as a bet¬ 
ter return on their - 
investment. 

And there is also some ‘green’ 1 


kudos to be had. The Government is using 
escalating road tax or VED (vehicle excise 
duty) to drive people into smaller and cleaner 
cars too. 

A new scale of zero to £405/year came into 
force on April 1 (see later story) and is set to 
become tougher. By 2010, gas guzzling limos 
or 4x4s may face £950 road tax in the first 
year, although anyone spending £50-100,000 
on a car is unlikely to be put off by such a pal¬ 
try sum. 

As a result, some manufacturers have pro¬ 
duced models that are actually 
exempt from VED by

sneaking below the lOOg/km C02 emissions 
mark and into band-A. 

Most manufacturers also now have an 
‘Eco’ sub-branding for their lowest emission 
models - Vauxhall uses the ecoFLEX sub¬ 
branding. 

Brilliant as they are, ‘eco’ models often cost 
more since they have diesel engines and spe¬ 
cial ‘green’ features that do not yet deliver the 
economy of scale savings available to makers 
across the whole model range. 

What is more, saving road tax is not such a 
great incentive when many conventional 
superminis sit in the lowest road tax band of 
£35 a year anyway; over three years with an 
eco model, saving £105 is irrelevant if you 
spend far more on buying that car in the first 
place and are then putting expensive diesel in 
the tank. 

So, check out conventional equivalents of 
eco models and don’t dismiss petrol power; 
that fuel is still cheaper and makes sense for 
lower mileage users, while emission and con¬ 
sumption levels are closing the gap on diesel 
equivalents. 

Diesel engines also tend to be heavier, so you 
could find yourself going through tyres more 
quickly 

Don’t ignore alternative power options 
either, such as liquid petroleum gas (LPG) or 
hybrids. 

Finally, just look again at what you have to 
part-exchange; you might have lost a packet in 
depreciation on that big 4x4, but work out 
what it will cost you to run it for the next three 
years - it might be a lot less than the cost of 
chopping it for a new car.

SAVE money by downsizing and 
running a cheaper car and then 
gain even more by smarter driving 
and journey planning. 

For a start, you can save pounds and wear 
and tear on the car by avoiding short journeys 
and perhaps get fitter too by walking or 
cycling; a cold engine can produce 60 per cent 
more pollution than a warm one and a car 
used for many short journeys needs extra serv¬ 
icing and wears its engine out faster. 

More fuel is wasted and higher emissions 
are also generated from a cold start - traffic on 
UK roads contributes 26 per cent of the 
nation’s total carbon dioxide emissions (C02). 

However, if your car journey is a must then 
follow these tips from the LAM (Institute of 
Advanced Motorists) and RAC Foundation 
motoring watchdogs: 

• Plan your route - forethought can save 
wear and tear on car and driver. Try to take 
the most direct route - a sat nav can help - 
and go off peak if possible. If you have to com¬ 
mute, think about car sharing, ‘Park and Ride’ 
bus schemes or other public transport. 

• Have your vehicle serviced regularly to 
maintain efficiency and economy. Under-serv¬ 
iced engines reduce fuel economy by ten per 
cent or more. Catalytic converters are environ¬ 
mentally friendly, but only when properly 
maintained. 

• Check tyres - under-inflated tyres need 
replacing more often (itself an environmental 
problem), are dangerous and waste fuel. 
Anybody who has cycled on ‘flabby’ tyres 
knows what extra effort is involved, so check 
pressures weekly. 

• Obey speed limits to save money and stay 
legal. Try to ‘feather’ the throttle as you reach 
cruising speed; 56mph uses 25 per cent less 
fuel than 70mph and a smoother driving style 
will save fuel, but never coast in neutral or 
with clutch pedal depressed to save fuel - vehi¬ 
cle control must not be compromised. 


• Accelerate briskly without racing the 
engine - pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gearchanges at 
modest engine speeds can cut fuel consump¬ 
tion by up to 15 per cent. 

• Reduce drag - remove roof racks and car¬ 
riers when not in use. Driving with windows 
open also mars aerodynamics and lowers fuel 
economy. Remove unnecessary and heavy boot 
luggage and avoid heavy accessories and wide 
tyres that add rolling resistance. Air condition¬ 
ing lowers fuel economy so use the fan and 
vents unassisted as much as possible. 


• Buy green fuel and use less. Seek out low 
sulphur diesel (City diesel) or cleaner petrol 
(low sulphur/aromatics) supplies locally. 
Consider a conversion to LPG (liquid petrole¬ 
um gas), which is half the price of petrol, gen¬ 
erates almost as much power and emits much 
less C02. 

• Use ‘accelerator sense’. Do you go straight 
from accelerator to the brake? You save fuel if 
you plan ahead and, rather than have to brake 
as you hit traffic, gently let the speed of the 
vehicle bring you to a halt as you join a queue. 
There is no point in rushing and then having 


you park. When you start off again, the engine 
is cold and inefficient. If you can drive away 
smoothly without having to reverse, you save 
fuel and have better visibility. 

• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and carry more weight than is neces¬ 
sary? 

• If you are stuck in a jam then you are doing 
zero mpg - turn off the engine after two min¬ 
utes to save fuel and emissions.

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Is diesel demand peaking? 


By STEVE LOADER 


DIESEL has become the fuel of 
choice recently as UK buyers seek 
to cut costs, but do the sums still 
add up? 

Its original appeal was the cheapness of the 
fuel, greater mpg and the better low down 
pulling power of the engines and their ability 
to meet tighter emissions legislation. 

However, diesel now commands an increas¬ 
ing premium against petrol and there are 
doubts whether the engines can continue to 
meet ever tougher emission laws. 

Meanwhile, petrol power has hit back with 
smaller, lighter and cleaner engines with tur¬ 
bocharging for extra flexibility, while there are 
other options emerging to save money and the 
planet: 

• HYBRID 

These partner conventional engines with 
electric units, but two powerplants and power 
supplies - fuel tank plus batteries - mean 
extra weight, while production complexity 
raises prices so buyers must cover many miles 
to balance this. Motorway mpg is also hardly 
better than a standard car. 

• LPG 

Liquid petroleum gas (LPG) seems an excel¬ 
lent alternative fuel due to lower duty and 
emissions and cheaper car tax. 

However, the calorific value and consequent 
mpg is slightly lower than petrol and it will 
cost at least £1,500 to convert an existing 
vehicle via an approved LPG Association oper¬ 
ator. 

There are many more LPG filling points 


across the country than before though - Kent 
has some 40 LPG sites - and LPG costs about 
half that of petrol and diesel at the pump, 
emits about 20 per cent less C02 than petrol 
and slightly less than diesel and with fewer 
NOx and particulates. 

• ELECTRIC 

These should be cheap to run, but battery 
technology cannot yet guarantee ranges to 


satisfy many would-be owners. There is the 
worry too that the car’s emissions are simply 
transferred from an exhaust pipe to the 
chimney of a fossil fuel-burning power sta¬ 
tion. 

• BIOFUELS 

Fuel derived partly from vegetable matter 


appeals since plants absorb C02 during 
growth and simply release it again when 
burned - a virtuous circle. Most road fuels sold 
in the UK will contain at least five per cent 
biofuel by next year anyway, but there is 
concern that using arable land or forest 
to grow ‘biofuel’ plants will strain global 
food supplies.

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A smoking exhaust can really 
damage your motoring wealth

GOVERNMENT efforts to use 
road tax to beat drivers into giving 
up so-called gas guzzlers have met 
with mixed success. 

There can be no doubt that escalating tax or 
vehicle excise duty (VED) over the past couple 
of years has helped fuel downsizing, but there 
was outcry after the March 2008 Budget at 
‘draconian’ rates to be applied to larger cars, 
especially with the recession looming. 

Consequently, Chancellor Alistair Darling 


backtracked last November and proposed 
amended charges from April 1, 2009 to soften 
the blow at the top end of the market, though 
the Government says VED will continue to be 
amended in future to maintain downward 
force in vehicle sizes and emissions. 

They will also continue to be based on C02 
emissions rather than fuel consumption and 
apply only to cars registered after March 1, 
2001; inconsistent emissions data on older 
cars means these are taxed simply at 
£120/year if the engine is l,549cc or less and 
then £185 if it is above - something of a bar¬ 
gain for the owners of large older ‘gas guzzlers’ 
if they are content to bear higher fuel bills, opt 
for a £1,500-2,000 LPG (liquid petroleum gas) 


conversion or cover relatively few miles. 

The new rates are weighted even more in 
favour of the latest, cleanest and most miserly 
small cars. 

Models emitting lOOg/km of C02 or less like 
the new Ford Fiesta ECOnetic, for instance, 
continue to qualify for Band A or zero rating. 

The payable steps are: 

Bands B and C (101-120g/km) - £35 
Bands D and E (121-140g/km) - £120 
Band F (141-150g/km) - £125 
Band G (151-160g/km) - £150 
Bands H and I (161-180g/km) - £175 
Bands J and K (181-225g/km) - £215 
Band L (226-255g/km) - £405 
Band M (255g/km plus) - £405

Around 500 businesses signed up for the 
scheme and it is hoped many more will bene¬ 
fit from water savings by using the new tool. 

Holly Firmin, South East regional manager, 


said: “While many of us consider water to be a 
cheap and endless resource, the reality is that 
we are using and wasting far too much, and 
this is placing extra pressure on existing sup¬ 
plies as well as impacting on the bottom line.

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Protecting your pension 
through the tough times

THERE are probably two reasons 
why the annual pension of around 
£700,000 awarded to Sir Fred 
Goodwin, as he sidesteps the wreck¬ 
age of the Royal Bank of Scotland 
(RBS), is arousing such fury 

The first is that much of his cash could come 
from taxpayers, possibly for decades, because 
RBS pension schemes worldwide already face 
a near £2 billion deficit. RBS non-contributory 
pensions are fully guaranteed by the firm. 

The second, is that while Goodwin hits the 
jackpot, some seven million workers in money 
purchase defined contribution (DC) pensions 
are seeing their retirement income slashed by 
the credit crunch, despite years of saving. 

Private 

Financial advisor Hargreaves Lansdown 
thinks the average employee saving £150 per 
month would take 209 years, allowing for 
investment growth and inflation, to match Sir 
Fred’s pension pot, which RBS accrued for him 
since 1998. Meanwhile, those in DC schemes 
have seen their likely pension income slashed 
20-25 per cent in the past 18 months. 

Over-55s, in particular, feel powerless as 
markets slide because a full recovery before 
they retire is unlikely. How long will it take to 
recoup £50bn worth of share values in London 
one day this week? 

To have any hope of a decent payout, work¬ 
ers must stick with pension saving through 
thick and thin. The eventual payout might be 
healthier than they fear - or expect. 

Even Sir Fred needed a bit of luck at the end: 
if RBS had gone bust, he would have got a 
maximum pension of £27,000 a year. Those 
who make no private pension arrangements 
miss out particularly badly, if their employer is 
willing to pay into a pension on their behalf. 
Besides the boss’s contribution, pensions are 
helped to grow over the years by tax relief. 


The dwindling number still in the private 
sector final salary pensions, mostly assume 
they don’t have a problem. In fact, their fund 
may face a rising deficit, so it might be pru¬ 
dent for them to save more through an AVC 
(Additional Voluntary Contribution) scheme to 
boost their eventual pension income. 

For others outside final salary schemes, an 
obvious vehicle for extra saving is a SIPP (Self- 
Invested Personal Pension), a concept devised 
in the early 90s. Many self-employed workers 
use a SIPP as their main pension plan. 

Laith Khalaf, pension analyst at Hargreaves 
Lansdown (HL) says a “Bed and SIPP” enables 
savers to switch unwanted shares into a SIPP, 
with generous tax relief on top. 

“HL figures suggest there are as many as 10 
million private shareholders, many with 
shares from demutualisations,” Khalaf says. 

Basic rate payers putting £1,000 worth of 
shares into the SIPP get an additional £250 in 
tax relief, while higher rate taxpayers get up 
to another £250 back from the taxman. 

“Markets and asset values move in a cyclical 
direction and every 10-15 years, something 
bad happens. In good times, people happily 
put money away, and in bad times, they don’t. 

“We should invest on a counter-cyclical basis. 
The fact is that Government - regardless of 
party - will soon raise taxes, particularly 
income tax and National Insurance, to handle 
vast debts building up, so it is vital to use the 
tax shelter which pensions provide. 

“At the very least, put spare money into a 


pension pot, to hold it there as cash until you 
find an attractive investment. In pensions 
invested in managed funds, you might step up 
contributions to buy in at the lower price,” 
Khalaf says. 

Malcolm Cuthbert at financial advisor Killik 
& Co says some savers fatten up SIPPs either 
by putting in ISA money currently earning a 
low interest rate, or a lump sum generated by 
cashing in a poorly performing endowment. 

He cites the example of a higher rate taxpay¬ 
er at 50 moving £8,000 from an ISA into a 
SIPP who receives £2,000 tax relief immedi¬ 
ately, and can claim back £2,000 through his 
tax return, so a net £6,000 outlay produces an 
extra £10,000 in the pension. 

The average sum held in SIPPs is around 
£50,000, but Cuthbert says it is important to 
check each investment inside it to ensure good 
performance. Switching to a better performing 
fund might involve no charges. 

State 

Next, we come to the State pension: those 
with a full NI contribution record can count on 
£90.70 per week, and in many cases will col¬ 
lect more. From 2010, the minimum number 
of years’ work required to qualify for a full 
basic State Pension falls to 30. 

For a prediction on your state pension, check 
with the Department of Work and Pensions at 
0845 300 0168 and at www.thepension- 
service.gov.uk. Khalaf says people may be 
tempted to lessen the impact of this downturn 


by delaying their pension by two or three 
years, and living on savings or part-time work 
in between. 

When retirement actually arrives, savers in 
DC pensions should use the open market 
option (OMO) to find the most generous annu¬ 
ity, instead of merely accepting the quotation 
from their pension provider. 

Steve Hunt, at Rockingham Retirement, 
reckons pensioners lose £1.4bn a year by fail¬ 
ing to do this. Figures from the Association of 
British Insurers (ABI) indicate that 169,000 
retirees turned down an annuity offered by 
their pension provider in 2008 and presum¬ 
ably found something better elsewhere, just 
over a third of the total annuity market. 

“Research shows that those approaching 
retirement can increase their income by more 
than 20 per cent by shopping around, com¬ 
pared to the default option,” Hunt says. 

Finally, it is worth remembering that the 
bleaker prospects might appear in the pension 
sector, the more likely it is that new products 
will enter the field. 

Next week, Prudential launches its New 
Income Choice Annuity, available for clients 
with pension pots of at least £10,000 after tax- 
free cash has been taken. It will enable savers 
to select a starting income which can be varied 
over time. 

If Prudential’s new product catches on, 
rivals will respond. As the older population 
grows, pensioners have a bit more bargaining 
clout than they realise.

For poorer and poorer

settlements head back to the court room 



THERE have been a spate of 
recent headlines about highly paid 
people trying to renegotiate so- 
called 'big money’ divorce settle¬ 
ments they can no longer afford as 
the bonus culture declines. 

So it’s not surprising divorce lawyers are see¬ 
ing a marked increase in the number of previ¬ 
ously high-earning men seeking to reduce 
maintenance payments to their ex-wives. 

They believe that, having shared in the good 
times, their ex-spouses should now share in 
the bad. 

Although orders for the payment of ongoing 
maintenance are variable, orders dividing cap¬ 
ital assets have historically not, save in rare 
and unforeseen circumstances, been variable, 
even where there is a change in financial cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Where does this leave previously wealthy 
divorced couples whose capital assets were 
valued and subsequently divided shortly 
before the credit crunch hit, and who may now 
be looking at a reduction in the value of some 
of their assets by as much as 90 per cent? 

In many cases this ill fortune will be shared 
between the parties. 

However, often the wife will have received 
the bulk of the ‘copper-bottomed’ assets, 
including the former matrimonial home, while 
the husband retains a larger percentage of the 
risk-laden assets such as shares, options or 
even possible future bonuses. 

In such cases, while the wife may be facing a 
fall in the value of her assets, it may be as 
nothing to that faced by the ex-husband. 


The result may be that he ends up with sig¬ 
nificantly less capital than the ex-wife. 

For such ex-couples, the outcome of an appli¬ 
cation made to the Court of Appeal by Bryan 
Myerson, a city fund manager may have huge 
implications. 

He has asked the Court of Appeal for leave 
to apply to reopen a divorce settlement 
finalised in March last year, whereby he was 
ordered to pay 43 per cent of a total £25.8 mil¬ 
lion assets to his wife. 

She received £9.5m cash, while he retained 
most of his shares. Since the settlement, the 
value of his shares has plummeted by 90 per 
cent. 

The result is Mrs Myerson will hold 105 per 
cent of the couple’s assets, while Mr Myerson, 
who would have to borrow to pay the £2.5m 
that he still owes, will be half-a-million 


pounds out of pocket rather than retaining 
£14.6m, as had been anticipated at the time of 
the settlement. 

She opposes the application, with her lawyer 
predicting that, if allowed, it will open the 
floodgates to applications by many other men 
in a similar position. 

Indeed, Jim Moore, the so called ‘buy-to-let 
king 5 has already announced he will represent 
himself in an attempt to reopen his divorce 
settlement on the grounds the fall in property 
values has made it unaffordable. 

Whether or not they are successful remains 
to be seen, but what is clear is that in these dif¬ 
ficult times, divorce will increasingly be seen 
to be for poorer as well as for richer.

CREDIT-crunched couples can 
cut down their tax burden and 
ease the stress caused to relation¬ 
ships by the economic slump. 

The charity Relate has highlighted finan¬ 
cial pressures as causing potential relation¬ 
ship problems - but tax should not be an 
extra issue. 

In fact, couples who work together in plan¬ 
ning their tax affairs can save tax and so 
keep much-needed cash available. 

These savings mainly apply to married 
couples and civil partnerships, to whom spe¬ 
cial rules apply, but some can also apply to 
unmarried couples. 

The tax savings available depend on mak¬ 
ing the best use of both partners’: 

• annual tax allowances; 

• lower and basic rate tax bands; 

• exemptions on transfers of assets 
between them, so enabling the best use of tax 
losses. 

Mostly the savings will reduce current lia¬ 
bilities, but there will be cases where 
refunds of tax from previous years may be 
claimed. 

Make full use of income tax allowances. 
Interest returns are low at present but if only 
one spouse is in paid work, putting savings in 
the name of the other makes use of their per¬ 
sonal allowance.

This tip will remain worthwhile even when 
interest rates recover if the account-holder 
does not resume employment. 

Where one spouse is the main earner, form¬ 
ing a company or partnership can enable the 
profits to be shared between both. 

Again, this makes use of both personal 
allowances and, if the main earner expects to 
have assessable income of more than 
£43,875 in the year 2009-10, he or she 
will pay higher rate tax unless some of 
that can be transferred to the other 
spouse. 

This can be done by: 

• employing the spouse and pay¬ 
ing him/her a reasonable wage for 
the work done; 

• giving the spouse shares in 
the company and paying divi¬ 
dends; 

• making the spouse a part¬ 
ner in the business. 

'Bed and breakfasting’, com¬ 
monly by one spouse selling 
and the other buying 
shares whose value has 
risen, is usually done to 
reduce future capital 
gains tax by using annu¬ 
al exemptions. 


But not all shares will be standing at a loss 
and many people who have sold shares 
before they fell to below their original cost 
will have made taxable gains on those 
shares. 

If their gains are more than the 
annual exemption, but they have other 
shares that are showing a loss, bed and 
breakfasting the loss-making shares 
can create a loss that 
will reduce or 
eliminate 
the CGT on 
gains 
already 
realised.

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Put yourself ahead of the game 
when searching for a new job 


GETTING a new job these days is 
tough in the extreme - recent 
reports say anything up to 60 peo¬ 
ple are going for jobs which would¬ 
n’t even make a tiny blip on the 
radar in normal economic times.

This is the best place to start when building 
up your knowledge as it gives you an overall 
flavour of the company. Downloading company 
reports can offer a good insight into the direc¬ 
tion the business is moving in; this will offer 
you strong background knowledge should you 
be offered an interview. 

Get online

information on a company and its recent news 
and announcements. 

While the company website may offer some 
information on the company, looking for its 
presence online with relevant newswires and 
national and trade publications will give you a 
more comprehensive impression of what it has 
done in the past 12 months, the direction the 
company appears to be moving in and how it 
is competing in its market. 

Social networking 

This is not just a way of sharing photos and 
chatting with friends. A number of companies 
use social networking for business purposes. 

While some use the sites for a communal 
place for employees to chat and share informa¬ 
tion, there are a number of companies who 
have started to use these sites for recruitment 
purposes. 

Sites such as Facebook, Linkedln and Twitter 
might be just the thing to help you to find infor¬ 
mation on companies and job openings while 
staying up to date with specific industries. 


From the horse’s mouth 

While external sources are all useful they 
don’t offer an inside perspective, only news 
that a company has released or been involved 
in. 

If you have a friend or an acquaintance who 
has either worked for or in some way been 
involved with a company, they can be extreme¬ 
ly valuable. 

While this information source isn’t essential, 
personal recommendations and incite offer a 
huge bonus as you can learn about working 
culture and everyday goings on at any compa¬ 
nies that might be of interest. 

If you don’t ask you don’t get 

If you are struggling to find out about the 
company don’t be afraid to call the main help 
desk and ask for company brochures or advice 
as to where you can find out more. 

HR may even be able to supply you with a 
more detailed job description. 

Competitors 

It can be worthwhile researching the compa¬ 
nies that compete in the same space as the 
organisation you are looking to work for. 

It will impress the employer if you can 
demonstrate knowledge of the key players and 
offer an opinion on the industry as a whole. 

Ms Yallop said: “Obviously, companies 
always try to give the best impression of 
themselves through various formats but by 
investigating a number of avenues you will 
be able to get a much clearer and rounded 
impression of the image and culture that 
each company is trying to promote and 
aspire to.”

Professional advice website Unbiased.co.uk 
says personal loan debt rose by over £1.6 bil¬ 
lion to £11.4bn during 2008. 

The website nominated March 25 as Debt 
Freedom Day -and reckons we worked for the 
first 83 days of the year to earn the money to 
service interest charges on our debts, despite 
the fact that credit card debt actually fell by 
just over £4.9bn during 2008. 

“Perhaps it takes an occasion like 
Debt Freedom Day to illustrate just 
how deeply in debt we are, and it 
will hopefully spur people into 
action to tackle debts,” says 1 
spokesman David Elms. 

“It’s a daunting task, but with inter¬ 
est rates at a record low, this is the time ’ 
to make money work hard to 
ensure any debt is repaid as 
quickly as possible.” 

Many will not escape current . 
financial difficulties: account¬

be declared bankrupt or enter] 
into a Debt Relief Order (a new } 
option for people with little hope of ]

“Falling house prices, the general^ 
downturn and increases in unemploy¬ 
ment are starting to have an impact,” 
says Mark Sands, KPMG’s director 
of personal insolvency. 



“Whilst consumers fight to keep their jobs 
and homes, for those that lose both there is 
often little reason for someone with debts and 
assets not to declare themselves bankrupt.” 

John Fairhurst at Payplan, a free debt advice 
and solutions service started in the early 
1990s to offer insolvency solutions to public 
sector workers, says in many cases people fail 
to realise they are in trouble until it is too late. 

“They often go to the wrong place for help,” 
he says. “Typically they fix another loan to con¬ 
solidate debts, and find themselves in even 
deeper difficulties before long.” 

The average Payplan client has net 
household income of £1,700 per month, 
including benefits. They are sitting on 
£30,000 worth of unsecured debts 
and after meeting all commit¬ 
ments, face a shortfall of about 
£650 per month. Around half of 
Payplan clients who are home- 
owners have paid the mortgage at 
some stage by credit card, and 
they don’t tell creditors of their 
problems for fear of losing 
their credit card. 

Since August, 2008, the 
600-strong Payplan team in 
Grantham, Lincolnshire, 
has seen a sharp rise of 
owner/occupiers in trouble. 

Unemployment and 
redundancy have not yet 
figured largely in the 
cases it is handling.

Although the group with the most problems 
is aged 35-45, the sector seeing the fastest rise 
in problems is older - in the 50-60 bracket. 

The average owner-occupier in trouble has a 
net monthly income of £2,100 and unsecured 
debts of £41,000, including credit cards, per¬ 
sonal loans, and car loans, creating a monthly 
deficit of about £950. 

Fairhurst says they have been hit particular¬ 
ly hard by the clampdown on credit in 2008, 
and the end of easy remortgaging caused by 
the plunge in house prices. For many, the 
escape routes are cut off. 

Payplan’s initial strategy is to bring the 
household budget back into balance: creditors 
are requsted to stop adding interest and other 
charges, if clients agree to pay an affordable 
monthly sum to each creditor. 

About a third of Payplan clients agree to a 
repayment arrangement, with six out of seven 
choosing Debt Management Plans (DMPs) 
and the remainder opting for Individual 
Voluntary Arrangements (IVSs). 

Debt Relief Orders is a third, simpler option 
to reduce the administrative work triggered by 
the great debt mountain. Fairhurst believes 
they will be offered to people with debts below 
£15,000, no assets and minimal income, and 
little hope of paying anything off. 

On payment of a £90 fee, debtors will have 
debts written off, and will find it extremely dif¬ 
ficult to get credit in the future. 

Some debt problems are solved informally, 
without using any of these vehicles. Around five 
to six per cent of Payplan customers take advice 
on making contractual repayments and handle 
their own financial arrangements thereafter.

Honesty should 
be applauded 

NEWS that a Kent hospital trust is among a 
small group nationally not to have met all the 
Government regulations on infection control 
is bound to worry some patients. 

However, as the trust has rightly said, it 
told the new health and social care regulator 
that it believed it did not tick all the boxes on 
the self-assessment form. 

The trust’s honesty is to be applauded and, 
therefore, when the head of infection control 
at Medway says the hospital is clean, 
patients should fell reassured. It has good 
rates on superbugs so it must be meeting 
tough standards on infection control. 

But health bosses must ensure the area 
that the regulator says must be improved 
upon, which was cleaning standards, is met 
in the allotted time frame. 

Patients have reason to be concerned after 
the horrendous mistakes made at the 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells trust, which 
led to the deaths of 90 people, which remain 
fresh in the minds of many. 

The new regulator, the Care Quality 
Commission, has tough new powers and let’s 
hope it is not afraid to use them.

Here’s to the next 60 years 

The world is crying out 
for Nato to redefine its 

role, argues Tim Garbutt 


NATO - created on April 4,1949, 
- can celebrate 60 years of peace 
in Europe. Perhaps, with the 
European Union, it is the great¬ 
est success stoiy of modem times. 

And, with the expansion of 
Nato to include former Eastern 
Bloc states and even agreement 
with Russia, the last building 
blocks of permanent peace are in 
place. Meanwhile, seeking 
China’s support for action 
against the real Axis of Evil - 
North Korea, Burma and 
Pakistan - is increasingly a pri¬ 
ority to end the War on Terror. 

Almost all Nato’s achievements 
have come with barely a shot 
being fired - excepting a few 
weeks in Kosovo in 1999, and 
now Afghanistan. Even France is 
within the command structure 
for the first time since 1966. 

The notion of Nato “keeping the 
Americans in Europe and the 
Russians out” has been a spectac¬ 
ular success - albeit at the cost of 
a divided Germany and the lost 
decades of Soviet dictatorship. 

So, is it time to abolish Nato? A 
full-scale European war is nei¬ 
ther likely nor foreseeable. The 
Cold War peace dividend could 
surely be more fully realised with 
a joint EU-US force. Afghanistan 
has shown the weakness of the 
European aspects of Nato, with 
the fighting borne largely by the 
British and Dutch. So with Kent- 
based troops fighting in 
Helmand and peace talks under 
way with elements of the 
Taliban, a couple of thoughts 


occur. What purpose does Nato 
serve if it is unable to pour troops 
and equipment into zones like 
Afghanistan? Nato needs to be 
retooled for conflict resolution. In 
Kent, we can see thousands of 
war refugees and economic 
migrants from Africa and Asia 
assembling in Calais. 

They are heavily outnumbered 
by all the military personnel 
quartered in barracks across 
Europe, watching their rifles, 
tanks and jets rust. 

It is surely in our interests for 
more active Nato deployment to 
Africa. The French are already in 
the Central African Republic, at 
the Chad-Sudan border, and the 
Djibouti, Eritrea and Somalia 
borders. The British are in Sierra 
Leone. 

The next 60 years must surely 
see peace in Africa; an end to the 
carnage in Congo; and regime 
change in the failed nations of 
Somalia and Sudan. With mil¬ 
lions of deaths each year from 
diseases such as cholera, typhoid 
and malaria, medical companies 
such as Pfizer can do more here, 
too - under the auspices of Nato. 
The USA must surely question 


its past commitment to Europe, 
or a new military role in Africa, if 
the European forces in Nato are 
not more proactive in securing 
our freedom. 

Colonel Tim Collins spoke of 
going to “liberate, not conquer” - 
in Africa now, rather than Iraq? 

Money? We’ve just given a 
year’s worth of Government 
money to the banks, remember. 

A price in blood? Certainly. 
Though I doubt any European 
troops would balk at fighting for 
democracy in Africa. And I doubt 
the war-crime regimes of Congo 
and Sudan would resist for long 
against the FI6s and helicopter 
gunships of the German, French, 
British and Spanish military. 

I’m sure fewer Africans would 
vote with their feet after stability 
was provided by Nato. 

The War on Terror is a weak 
substitute for the Cold War. The 
real challenge is creating democ¬ 
racy in failed nations and repres¬ 
sive regimes across Arabia and 
Africa. 

Kent can do more as a Euro¬ 
region, and so can KCC. Divest 
shares in war-crime regimes 
such as Burma; increase police 


and governance support to the 
African Union and Eastern 
Europe; and help create the 
European element of the World 
Parliament Assembly. 

Nato could provide the struc¬ 
ture, with reform of European 
forces, along with the USA and 
Canada, to ensure peace within 
the African Union. 

The political will for conflict 
resolution in Congo, Chad, 
Sudan and Somalia seems lack¬ 
ing - yet military power is point¬ 
less unless used to enforce peace. 

A reinvigorated Nato might 
help ensure more Africans and 
Arabs want to rebuild their own 
countries for a better life. Less 
raising the drawbridge on 
Europe than creating a demo¬ 
cratic Africa and Arabia to 
greater withstand the natural 
forces of climate change. 

In the meantime, though, 
happy birthday Nato.

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Selective recall of the facts 


I WAS fascinated that Medway Council 
claimed last week that late testing for 
Medway grammar school places has been 
available for several years rather than 
introduced in the middle of this year’s 
admission process following media 
pressure, as I believe. 

Perhaps the person who gave the state¬ 
ment did not know that Medway’s own 
prospectus states that late testing can only 
take place in exceptional circumstance; 
that it is not even mentioned in the legal 
document that sets out Medway’s admis¬ 
sion procedure; that when the council com¬ 
mented on the media debate I initiated 
they were solely concerned with defending 
the status quo and forgot to mention this 


central issue; that parents were consis¬ 
tently told last year there was no provision 
for late testing; that when I contacted 
grammar schools early in March they 
were not aware of the change in 
procedure; and that one of my clients 
living in Kent contacted the council offices 
two weeks ago and was told that there 
was no such procedure. 

However, the good news is the council 
has indeed bowed to that pressure and 
some Kent children allocated to inaccessi¬ 
ble grammar schools will now be able to 
take up the vacant spaces previously 
barred to them if they now take and pass 
the Medway selective tests.

(March 29) says some schools have “rejected 
first choices”. 

He should know better than most that 
schools do not accept or reject applicants - it 
is KCC which does that. Schools only learn 
which children will be coming to them when 
KCC tells them, a few days before parents 
get their letters. 

Even if it was up to schools to decide which 
children best fit their entry criteria, first 
choice has nothing to do with it. Schools don’t 
know if an applicant has put the school first 
or last on their list. It may be that KCC has 
given places to children who had put a school 
fourth on their list and rejected some that 
has put it first. I know this seems too crazy to 
be true, but it is the case. 

As for the crocodile tears at KCC about 
children being turned away from grammar 
schools, many schools pleaded with KCC and 
the adjudicator not to allow parents to know 
the results of the Kent Test before they put 
down their school choices. 

KCC argued this was fairer and would lead 
to fewer appeals. The schools said this change 
would lead to many more applicants to gram¬ 
mar schools and many more appeals. 

Sadly, the schools seem to have got it right. 
So now we have the unedifying spectacle of 
KCC trying to shift the blame onto the 
Government. 

If only they’d listen to the schools.

This week, Medway residents will find their 
council tax bills arriving, with the unwelcome 
news that charges will be going up by nearly 
five per cent.

D-Day our finest hour 

I am in full agreement with the sentiments of 
David Morby (Letters, last week) about the 
seeming inability of the Government to recog¬ 
nise and celebrate the achievement of the 
D-Day landings. 

Having been bom in 1943 - and evacuated 
from Chislehurst to Lancashire with my 
mother and sister in 1944, when the VI 
flying bombs came - I do not understand this 
dismissive attitude. 

The memories will live with me for ever. I 
was regularly woken during the night by 
searchlights, and recall the rationing that 
continued for many years. I had four uncles 
who went to war. 

One was killed at Portsmouth by enemy 
action just after he had completed his naval 
training. Another was captured in the desert 
in the early years and spent the rest of the 
war as a PoW. 

Another was stationed in India until the 
end of the war, and the fourth was in the 
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South East before D-Day. 

As a result of a vehicle fault his embarka¬ 
tion was delayed until June 7. Two weeks 
after VE Day he was shipped to Burma, 
where he remained until 1947. 

His diary, in an old notebook found after his 
death, was most illuminating and although 
he told us stories, it was only as he got older 
that we heard anecdotes that were not pleas¬ 
ant - there were stories he would not tell. 

Although my history education did not get 
as far as World War Two, I grew up with 
knowledge of events because they were never 
hidden from us. 

I can only conclude defence minister 
Quentin Davies must not be old enough to 
have seen ex-service amputees with crutches; 
others with empty jacket sleeves tucked into 
the pocket; some with an eye patch; or others 
who had been badly burned. 

Or perhaps he has not been taught the his¬ 
tory of the war, nor watched the newsreels of 
the time, or any of the programmes that have 
been produced detailing those momentous 
events. Most likely it didn’t affect him, so it 
doesn’t matter. 

Perhaps he is one of those who has decided 
the war was a walk in the park, or that histo¬ 
ry is irrelevant. 

It seems strange that we can revere 
Nelson after two centuries, but the achieve¬ 
ments of the Tommy can be disregarded so 
lightly. 

Above all, with D-Day being the beginning 
of the end of the war in Europe, Mr Davies 
obviously does not appreciate having enjoyed 
the freedom - all his life - that we have come 
to expect. 

Not so the millions of Jews, gypsies and 
others who were exterminated on the orders 
of Hitler. That death toll would probably have 
amounted to millions more had the war 
continued. 

I suggest he looks at the history books and 
hears eyewitness accounts, then decides for 
himself whether he feels freedom and the 
removal of a madman and tyrant is not 
enough to declare the 65th anniversary of 


D-Day “special”. In the meantime, I believe 
we should all, of whatever age, honour those 
who fought and died in both world wars. 

When I next buy my poppies - because I 
always have several -1 shall continue to 
wear them with pride. What a shame we 
can’t display such pride in our nation and our 
fallen servicemen and women as do our other 
wartime allies. 

Perhaps we should view today’s credit crisis 
as akin to the post-war austerity I remember 
and value life for itself and not the material¬ 
ism which our freedom has brought.

Such appalling hubris 

I am appalled by the hubris of Kent County 
Council regarding their response to the Audit 
Commission’s apparently correct verdict that 
they were negligent. 

From evidence I have 
seen, they were grossly 
negligent and incompe¬ 
tent in the handling of 
our money.

The fact is there was 
plenty of concern regard¬ 
ing these banks in 
February, 2008. Moody’s 
viewed Kaupthing as “fragile”. Morgan 
Stanley had earlier revealed Kaupthing’s bor¬ 
rowing costs were up by 400 per cent and 
that it was seven-and-a-half times more like¬ 
ly to default than any other European bank. 

After these warnings I managed to with¬ 
draw a fixed bond from Kaupthing Edge. But 
I was unable to withdraw a fixed bond invest¬ 
ed on February 4, 2008, with Icesave and was 
later reimbursed by the Financial Services 
Compensation Scheme. 

The issue of negligence is not about the 
money invested in Icelandic banks, it is about 
when that money was invested. 


The problems with Iceland’s banks became 
clear from the beginning of 2008. It was 
becoming very clear by May that Iceland, 
with a population the size of Doncaster, could 
not possibly compensate investors if its banks 
failed. 

KCC should have been prudent and 
reviewed Icelandic investment then, particu¬ 
larly with the huge loan exposure of these 
banks to UK high street stores and a reces¬ 
sion looming. 

Moody’s had put Icesave’s credit rating 
down three notches to Aaa. To invest 
£8.5 million after September 30 beggars 
belief and justifies the Audit Commission’s 
accusation of negligence. These people have 
been cavalier with our money and failed 
utterly to be prudent. They are now trying to 
spin their way out and save their jobs by 
blaming everyone else. 

I am just a pensioner looking for safe 
homes for my savings. I use the internet to be 
informed. The Chancellor described councils 
as “professional investors” and therefore eligi¬ 
ble under the FSCS. 

With hindsight, it is fair to say some credit 
rating agencies were slow to react adequate¬ 
ly. But the credit rating agencies were only 
one tool used to test these banks. 

The market was expressing serious concern 
in March 2008 with credit default swap levels 
of 700-800. Was KCC completely deaf to those 
concerns? 

Considering Bradford & Bingley had earlier 
sunk with a credit default swap rate of 684, 
would it be unreasonable to question the pro¬ 
fessional competence of KCC? I think not. 

I have cited several financial barometers 
here that were apparently ignored by KCC. 
Above all, these people seriously lacked the 
uncommon attribute of common sense we pay 
them their high salaries to possess. The letter 
to the commission is childish pique. 

These people grossly failed in their duty of 
care toward the people of Kent. It’s time for 
them to grow up, pack up and go.

Kathryn Marshall and Kirsty 
Stevens are both studying for a 
degree in primary dental care at the 
University of Kent. 

Both were awarded distinctions by 
the Royal College of Surgeons of 
England’s Faculty of General Dental 
Practice (FGDP) for their work in a 
keys skills assessment. 

The students had to demonstrate 
their knowledge and understanding 
in areas including radiography, 
communication and complaints 
handling, medical emergencies and 
infection control. It is the first time 
the FGDP has awarded distinctions 
to students since the assessments 
were launched in 2007. 

Debbie Reed, course director for the 
primary dental care BSc and lecturer 
in the university’s division of den-

tistry, said the students set an inspir¬ 
ing example for others. 

“Kirsty and Kathryn have demon¬ 
strated what this degree is all about. 

“They have striven for excellence 
from day one and have a really 
strong desire to improve their skills,” 
she said. 

“The degree programme seeks to 
equip professionals for enduring and 
rewarding careers in the profession, 


not only in dental care, but in areas 
such as teaching, research and 
health promotion.” 

The course was launched at the 
university’s Medway campus last 
year and is aimed at dental care 
professionals who want to gain an 
academic qualification. 

Ms Stevens, achieved two distinc¬ 
tions for communication and radiog¬ 
raphy and Ms Marshall, was award¬ 
ed the top accolade for her communi¬ 
cation work. 

Both of the students combine 
studying with their work as dental 
nurses. Ms Stevens also lectures in 
the subject at West Kent College and 
Ms Marshall is clinical dental lead 
for dental care professionals at Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex Deanery. 

The degree is work-based and is 
also open to hygienists, orthodontic 
therapists and dental technicians. 

The university’s division of den¬ 
tistry is holding an open day at the 
Chatham Maritime-based campus 
on April 25 from 9.30am- 12.30pm.

Fundraiser blazes

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MAZDA’S all-new ‘3’ model arrives 
next month rather earlier and with 
better timing than expected. 

For the family hatchback sector has never 
looked more competitive as many owners of 
bigger cars seek to downsize. 

It might be easier for would-be Mazda3 buy¬ 
ers than most to make the change, for the car 
has already been labelled a ‘baby Mazda6’ 
unofficially, using styling cues from its big sis¬ 
ter in the family car or Ford Mondeo sector. 

This gives the newcomer sleeker lines than 
before and sets it up nicely to challenge the 
undisputed family hatch class leader this year, 
the all-new VW Golf. 

Even better, with a new VW Golf GTI wait¬ 
ing in the wings, the new Mazda’s own tur¬ 
bocharged 2.3-litre MPS power player also 
makes an early appearance this time, rather 
than reaching the market too late to add real 
lustre to the line-up. 

As before, the Mazda will be offered in five- 
door hatch and four-door saloon body styles, 
but new NVH (noise, vibration and har- 
shaness) measures should boost refinement. 

Never a dull or flaky drive, we can also 
expect the new Mazda3 to be up with the very 
best as a driving experience. 

But the environment is also high on the

sporty Japanese ‘Zoom Zoom’ marque’s agen¬ 
da nowadays, so aerodynamics have improved 
along with looks and the car benefits from a 
weight-saving crusade and powertrain fettling 
to deliver optimum performance for the envi¬ 
ronment. 

Dartford-based Mazda UK says these eco 
measures have upped fuel economy across the 
range by as much as 16 per cent while C02 
emissions are down by up to 19 per cent - 
impressive achievements. 

Mazda UK sales and marketing chief Mark 
Cameron said: “The new Mazda3 brings the 
sophistication, style, technology and refine¬ 
ment of the new Mazda6 to the compact fami¬ 
ly car market. 

“The new model is improved visually, techni¬ 
cally and in terms of comfort, with even more 
generous specification at each equipment level 
and safety-boosting DSC (Dynamic Stability 
Control) fitted as standard on every model, 
while continuing to deliver excellent value for 
money.” 

He was keen to highlight C02 emissions 
savings: the 1.6 diesel is now just 119g/km, 
down from 128g/km, and qualifies for the min¬ 
imum payable road tax band (£35/year), while 


the 1.6 petrol model drops to 149g/km from 
162g/km and the 2.0 petrol to 159g/km from 
189g/km due in part to new stop-start technol¬ 
ogy on this unit. 

Most manufacturers are moving to stop-start 
to save fuel and pollution at traffic lights or in 
congestion, particularly to try to peg C02 emis¬ 
sions on petrol models closer to that of diesels. 

However, labelling is increasingly imagina¬ 
tive; Mazda’s system is called the Smart Idling 
Stop System or ‘i-stop’ for short, but we’ll for¬ 
give the fancy label as it does take a different 
route to most other systems. 

These mostly rely on a starter motor to 
restart the engine, often causing a lag between 
depressing the accelerator and the engine fir¬ 
ing up again. 

Mazda claims to have eliminated this by 
using the direct-injection of the 2.0-litre unit 
to pump in and ignite fuel in a single cylinder 
to set the crankshaft in motion for a smoother 
and faster re-start. 

There will be three petrol and three diesel 
powertrains and standard kit includes the 
DSC plus traction control, six airbags, remote 
central locking, air con and an MP3-compati- 
ble sound system.

IT HAS been a bit of a roller-coast¬ 
er ride on the family estate car 
market for Vauxhall over the past 
decade or so. 

The original Vectra estate was criticised 
for being too mean with load-lugging space - 
a 460-litre boot was well under par for the 
mid-90s motor market. 

Perhaps stung by this, Vauxhall parent 
General Motors went to the other extreme 
with the car’s 2002 replacement - a car of 
almost hearse-like proportions based on a 
stretched version of the Mark II Vectra 
standard hatch/saloon and also used in the 
slow-selling Signum ‘luxury executive’ model. 

That final Vectra estate had its fans, but 
serious load-lugging now tends to fall to MPV 
models in the modem market, where Vauxhall 
has the highly-effective best-selling Zafira. 

In any case, German executive marques have 
already shown that modem-day estate buyers 
want style and prestige as well as practicality. 

No wonder then that Vauxhall has capi¬ 
talised on the already stunning lines of the 
2009 European Car of the Year and Vectra 
replacement, the Insignia, to produce possibly 
the most stylish estate on the road. 

Due in showrooms on April 10 and known as 
the Sports Tourer, this third Insignia body 
style oozes class yet actually outdoes its pred¬ 
ecessor slightly for boot space, with 540 litres 
against 530 in the old car. 

It is only when the rear seats are folded 
for ultimate load-lugging capacity that the 
graceful newcomer is outdone by its boxier 
predecessor, offering just 1,530 litres versus 
the Vectra spaceship’s 1,850. 

It is no disgrace though and particularly when 
Vauxhall (General Motors) designers have done 
such a good job of crafting an estate rear onto 
the swooping roofline of the standard Insignia.

The most distinctive part of the execution is 
the wide tail lights, neatly integrated into a 
high lift tailgate. 

Prices are expected to start from at least 
£17,000 and the Sports Tourer’s launch 
coincides with introduction of a new and 
sixth engine for the Insignia range overall; 
this turbocharged 180PS (178bhp) 1.6-litre 
unit is another sign of the rise in smaller 
capacity turbocharged petrol engines to com¬ 
pete against diesels, by providing extra low 
down urge, better economy and lower C02 
emissions. 


The newcomer joins 1.8, 2.0T and 2.8T V6 
petrol units and a 2.0 CDTi with two output 
options - diesels are still expected to take 69 
per cent of Insignia estate sales though. 

The Sports Tourer can be specified 
with VauxhaH’s FlexRide system, offering the 
driver a choice of three dynamic settings - 
Standard, Tour and Sport - depending upon 
their driving style and prevailing conditions. 

The estate comes with a choice of two 
chassis set-ups anyway: the tauter Sport - 
standard on all SRi models - and Comfort on 
S, Exclusiv, SE and Elite models. 


More than 15 per cent of all Insignia sales 
are expected to be Sports Tourers, with the 
sporty SRi model proving most popular. 

Vauxhall marketing chief Andy Gilson 
said: “Buyers in the mid-size estate market 
are craving more practicality than ever before 
to cater for families and lifestyle activities. 

“But they’re not content to compromise on 
style and running costs.”

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Peugeot swings style vote

Peugeot 207SW 


VIVE la difference sums up 
Peugeot’s approach to the MPV 
phenomenon. 

While sister marque Citroen embraced the 
concept wholeheartedly with its Picasso 
sub-brand of people carriers, Peugeot evolved its 
own ‘space/sports wagon’ or SW approach that 
does not follow the typical ‘one-box’ MPV design. 

Admittedly, it makes it easy to dismiss models 
like our 207 SW test car as an estate car on 
steroids, but there is more to it than that; in 
essence, you get everything expected from an 
MPV except for a higher driving position. 

Counterbalancing that though is the 
Peugeot’s car-like driving manners - 
something that few MPVs can boast. 

For a car where space and convenience are a 
priority, the 207 SW also looks pretty chic with 
its raked rear pillar and aluminium roof rails, 
plus the fact that it is based on one of the 
market’s sharpest looking superminis. 

And where Peugeot interiors sometimes used 
to fail to measure up to the exterior, the 207 
range marked a major change of heart; the 


207 SW’s cabin is a genuinely pleasant 
environment, no doubt helped by the huge ‘Cielo’ 
full-length glass roof that comes as standard. 

The plastics are attractive and durable 
looking, the neat gauges have chrome bezels 
on the higher grade Sport models and there is 
a lot of classy alloy detail, although the centre 
display surround reflects badly and sometimes 
interferes with the view through the windscreen. 

I was rather disappointed that, for a car 
designed to compete with MPVs, there was not 
more interior stowage - the glove 
compartment is small and I could not find any 
decent space for CDs. 

However, the boot is large for this class with 
a low load threshold and fold flat rear seats for 
excellent load-lugging, while head and 
legroom for rear passengers is excellent - the 
cabin remains airy even with the electrically- 
powered blind in place. 

You also quickly forget minor grumbles when 
driving the 207SW. 

The choice of engines for the SW is not as wide 
as that for the classy hatchback line-up, but you 
do get the pick of the bunch. 


And while the two 1.6-litre diesel variants 
would be most people’s first choice, bearing in 
mind Peugeot’s high reputation in this class, I 
would make a case for the 1.6-litre petrol unit 
of our test car, which has plenty of power and 
cruises quietly on the motorway. 

It is a lovely engine and gearbox and the 
light yet responsive steering allows this little 
workhorse to carry over all the driver 
enjoyment of the main 207 hatchback range. 

Grip is tenacious and the car keeps its poise 
on comers where a conventional high-set MPV 
might heel, as if under sail. 

There is a further trick up the SW’s sleeve - 
though not tested here - a higher-riding, more 
rugged Outdoor version with chunky bumpers 
and wheel arches. 

Personally, I prefer the looks of the ‘standard’ 
version rather than what looks suspiciously 
like a pseudo 4x4 marketing exercise. 

Verdict: if you enjoy driving, but have to yield 
to practicality for work, family, sport or canine 
reasons this little Peugeot offers more than a 
small MPV, without a serious loss of style or 
street cred.

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Village shops revival 

KENT’S ‘Mr Rural Retailer’, Sean Carter, has Littieboume since 2000 , 
launched a pioneering three-pronged programme to BiddendL "“nee 2005 
keep shops in villages - and help them not only sur- and Shoreham, 

vive but thrive, writes Tony Patey. 


The initiatives are aimed at villages without 
shops but would like one, villages with a num¬ 
ber of shops, and those with just one shop 
which could benefit from wider marketing. 

The one for villages without outlets involves 
the community shop idea, which isn’t new, but 
it’s probably the first time in the UK that a 
dedicated scheme with all the help and advice 
on board has been rolled out. 

Called the Community Shop Development 
Scheme, it’s sponsored by Kent County 
Council and the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda), and is being run 
by Mr Carter and co-worker Victoria Lawson. 

There are four such shops already open in 
the county, but with the new scheme now on 
the go the team hopes to more than double 
that number within a year. 

It’s linked with the Kent Association of 
Rural Retailers (Karr) - again, reckoned to be 
the only one of its kind in the UK - which is 
run by Mr Carter, a former executive, as part 
of his role as rural retail advisor to Action with 
Communities in Rural Kent. 

Community shops have been operating in 


Sevenoaks, since 2007. 

There have been two 
open days about the 
scheme, and there are 
plans to open shops at 
Barham in mid-May and 
Chart Sutton at the end 
of June, subject to plan¬ 
ning permission. 

The next open day is at 
Lenham on April 22. The 
team is working on a 
general pamphlet, and a 
comprehensive ring- 
binder booklet with full 
details which can be updated as necessary 

Ms Lawson said communities have first of 
all got to establish, perhaps through a public 
meeting, if they really want a shop and then if 
they intend to fully support it. 

Mr Carter said: “The scheme has got off to a 
good start. It shows there is now an awareness 
at local government level that a lot of talking 
has been done in the past about retail servic¬ 
es, and now at last we are seeing a bit of 
action. 

“I still believe commercial shops should be 


getting a bit of the action as well. They are just 
as valuable to the community The post office 
closures really started focusing minds about 
what was going on in rural Kent.” 

The two other initiatives involve trade asso¬ 
ciations, again under the umbrella of Karr. Mr 
Carter said Produced in Kent is taking a more 
active role in Karr and Kent Farmers’ Markets 
has just joined. For villages with a number of 
shops, Mr Carter is suggesting forming a trade 
association - for example, one has just been 
started at Charing. The village of Vigo has just 
had an initial meeting to set up one. 

Mr Carter said: “The idea is to look at how 
we can best market the village, and therefore 
the shops, more strongly. Also we want to 
address the big issues - in Charing, for exam¬ 
ple, it’s parking. 

“We have a much better chance with a dozen 
retailers working together approaching the 
planners than we’d have as individuals. Also, 
we’re looking at running costs, so where, say, 
one has a good deal on a particular product all 
could perhaps benefit.” 

For the similar idea of associations of shops 
which are the only ones in their villages, Mr 
Carter has set up a pilot West Kent Retail 
Forum. Around 15 individual shopkeepers in 
the Tunbridge Wells area met in Cranbrook 
and set up the group. Its next meeting is on 
Tuesday, April 21.

Chatham historic dockyard trust 


25-gun salute 
hails trust’s 
magnificent 
achievement 


W ITH a resounding 25-gun salute, Chatham Historic Dockyard 
Trust marked its 25th anniversary on Wednesday April 1 - 
and on hand to officially open the celebrations was housing 
minister Margaret Beckett. 


Not only has the site retained strong links 
with its historic naval past - the trust’s chair¬ 
man is Admiral Sir Ian Garnett - it also con¬ 
tains the UK’s largest concentration of iconic 
buildings, historic ships and museum exhibits. 

For more than 400 years, the dockyard and 
naval base at Chatham played a crucial role in 
supporting the Royal Navy in the defence of 
Britain and the develop¬ 
ment of the Empire and 
Commonwealth. 

In 1588, Chatham dock¬ 
yard prepared the ships of 
the Elizabethan Navy for 
battle against the Spanish 
Armada. 

It was so strategically 
important by the 17th cen¬ 
tury that in 1667 the Dutch 
Admiral de Ruyter attempt¬ 
ed to destroy it in his cele¬ 
brated Medway raid. 

A centuiy later, many of 
the naval battles of the 
American War of Indepen¬ 
dence and the French 
Revolutionary Wars were fought with ships 
built at Chatham. 

Most famously of all, HMS Victory, Nelson’s 
flagship at Trafalgar, was launched into the 
River Medway from the dockyard at Chatham. 

In fact, it was at Chatham in 1771 that a 12- 
year-old Horatio Nelson first reported for duty 
to the third-rate HMS Raisonnable as an ordi¬ 
nary seaman and coxswain under his mater¬ 
nal uncle, Captain Maurice Suckling. 

During the Victorian age, wood and sail gave 


way to iron and steam and Chatham under¬ 
went a major expansion to provide new facili¬ 
ties for the new technology. In 1908 Chatham 
again embraced new technology, building 57 
submarines in the following 58 years. 

The 20th century also introduced another 
role, that of ‘home port’ and depot to the 
Chatham Division of the Royal Navy. 

Both the dockyard and 
the ships manned by 
Chatham ratings served 
with distinction during two 
world wars and in the Cold 
War and the peacekeeping 
duties that followed. 

Although Chatham 
remained at the forefront of 
naval engineering, with the 
1960s seeing the develop¬ 
ment of a major two-stream 
nuclear submarine refit 
complex, the end of the Cold 
War led to the dockyard’s 
closure. 

On June 25, 1981, in the 
House of Commons, 
Secretary of State for Defence John Nott 
announced the closure of the dockyard and 
naval base at Chatham. Three years were 
allowed for the site to be shut down, and to 
complete those refits under way and transfer 
ships, men and equipment to other dockyards 
and naval bases. 

Although the Falklands War in 1982 saw a 
short-lived return to the frenetic activity of pre¬ 
vious years, as ships were hurriedly prepared

On April 12 and 13, there’s a 
Medway Festival of Steam and 
Transport, with KOS Media as one 
of the backers; Pirate Play Days 
May 23- 29; and on June 27 it’s the 
venue for the first national Armed 
Forces Day. On June 27 there’s 
beating retreat and ceremonial sun¬ 
set; and a salute to the 1940s on 
September 19 and 20. 
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for sea, the main emphasis of the last years was preparing 
for shutdown, which came in March, 1984. 

But left behind was a stunning legacy of historic build¬ 
ings and structures - the green shoots of potential new 
life. They now form the Historic Dockyard, Chatham. 

Responsibility for the majority of the site, including 
most of St Mary’s Island, the fitting-out and repairing- 
basins and the buildings of HMS Pembroke, passed first 
to English Estates, then to the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda), for mixed commercial, res¬ 
idential and leisure development. It is now known as 
Chatham Maritime. 

The outer basin became a commercial port operated by 
the Chatham Dock Company, while the Georgian yard, 
with its scheduled ancient monuments, was set aside for 
preservation as the Historic Dockyard. 

Also established at the time was the Chatham Historic 
Dockyard Trust as a charity. Trustees were local people 


such as Bobby Neame (leader of Kent County Council at 
the time), John Spence (who is still a trustee) and nation¬ 
al figures like Michael Heseltine and a range of experts. 

Its aim was to preserve the internationally important 
site and to educate the public about Chatham’s pivotal role 
in Britain’s naval history. They wanted a living museum’, 
a phrase probably misunderstood by some, but the whole 
vision included a business model seeing investment in 
buildings to create income to be invested in other buildings. 

The 80-acre site, about one-seventh of the former naval 
base, with its huge buildings, 47 of which are scheduled 
ancient monuments - the highest concentration any¬ 
where - was in a sorry state. 

Buildings were in a state of disrepair after years of neg¬ 
lect, the site’s independent infrastructure systems such 
as electrical distribution, roads, sewers and water supply 
pipes, all the responsibility of the trust, were not fit for 
purpose. With an estimated £24 million (at 1984 prices) 
needing to be spent just to make the buildings wind and 
weather-tight and only £llm available, the challenge was 
daunting, even more so when £3m 
had already been committed to 
just one project, the re-roofing of 
the Ropery. 

Today there is a mixed-use com¬ 
munity with 112 homes, more 
than 100 businesses paying rents, 
creating jobs and wealth and 
more than 150,000 people visit 
each year. 

More than £50m has been 
invested in the site over the 25- 
year period with stunning effect. 

Times have been difficult and 
will continue to be so, but it is now 
a thriving future World Heritage 
site, community and historic mar¬ 
itime attraction. The dockyard 
has developed a unique partner¬ 
ship with the National Maritime 
Museum and the Imperial War 
Museum to create a new centre 
which will house and display the 
national museum partners’ mar¬ 
itime model collections.

VOLUNTEERS play a big part in the life of 
the dockyard. 

The Chatham Historic Dockyard Volunteer 
Service was formed 15 years ago from mem¬ 
bers of the Royal Naval Auxiliary Service, 
Thames and Medway area, which was dis¬ 
banded by the Ministry of Defence under the 
Options for Change policy 

Members of the RNXS had many skills and 
after a meeting between curator Richard 
Holdsworth, then trust chairman Admiral Sir 
William Staveley, and Alan Bates, the RNXS 
staff port naval officer for Thames and 
Medway, the thriving service was set up. 

They’ve been involved with a broad range of 
restoration projects including warships HMS 
Cavalier and HMS Gannet, the submarine 
HMS Ocelot, one of the first Royal Navy 


Dragonfly helicopters and a range of smaller 
craft and military vehicles and guns. They also 
help during large events. Mr Bates said they 
get a lot of support and encouragement from 
their patron, HRH Prince Michael of Kent, 
and president, Captain Mike Hare. 


There are now five groups of volunteers con¬ 
tributing some 60,000 hours a year. Members 
are of all ages and give as much time as they 
can spare. The oldest volunteer group, formed 
in 1982, is the Chatham Historical Society 
which supports and maintains the exhibits 


within the museum. Others work on ships, the 
collection of trains and the RNLI’s collection of 
lifeboats, which are on display on Slip 4.

STUDENTS have consistently voted their 
experience at University of Kent in Medway 
as one of the best in the country based on 
national surveys. 

The university is part of a unique partnership that 
includes the University of Greenwich, Canterbury Christ 
Church University and MidKent College, known collective¬ 
ly as Universities at Medway 

The four institutions share the specially developed 
Medway campus, next to the Historic Dockyard at 
Chatham Maritime. The site was built originally as a naval 
base, HMS Pembroke, at the start of the 20th century. The 
University of Kent moved onto the campus in 2004. 

The flagship £7m Medway Building has won awards for 
its design, while the Gillingham Building houses teaching 
rooms, academic departments and a specialist, multi- 
media newsroom for the journalism degree programme. 

It also has prominent buildings at the Historic Dockyard, 
including the Galvanising Shop, which is a fully renovated, 
split-level design studio and workshop, used by students on 
Kent’s Creative Events: Design and Production degree 
course. The Galvanising Shop is equipped with sophisticat¬ 
ed light and sound facilities and also houses teaching 
rooms and a lecture theatre.

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Whites promotion is one

THERE are few similarities 
between Premier League heavy¬ 
weights Liverpool and non-league 
Dover Athletic, but one statistic 
they do share is a formidable 
unbeaten home league record that 
most teams can only dream of. 

Dover continued their meteoric rise up the 
football pyramid by clinching the Ryman 
Premier League in style with a 6-0 win 
against Sutton United in front of a bumper 
1,400 crowd at Crabble last Saturday. 

Athletic were only the second senior club in 
the country to secure promotion this season, 
achieving it with five games remaining. 

Wembley 

The Whites, under the leadership of former 
Gillingham boss Andy Hessenthaler, have 
dominated the division losing just three 
times on the way to back-to-back promotions. 

Hessenthaler’s side boast an impressive 
record of being unbeaten at home in 20 
games this season, which they share with 
former European champions Liverpool. 

Hessenthaler, who won promotion with 
Gillingham at Wembley in the 2000 play-off 


final, admitted his side’s achievement ranks 
alongside his greatest moments in football. 

He said: “It’s up there. It means a lot and it’s 
tremendous for everybody connected to the 
football club. 


“I got promoted while at Gillingham and got 
the club to their highest position in their his- 
toiy as manager there, but this is right up 
there with those achievements. 

“I think if we are all honest we knew it was 


going to come, but I think it was just a case of 
when. I think it is because we are together on 
the pitch and off it. It is about a squad of play¬ 
ers and they have ability and a work ethic to 
go out week in, week out and perform.” 

Dover chairman Jim Parmenter, who saved 
the club from possible closure in 2005 as it 
struggled with financial problems, declared 
that reaching the Football League is the next 
target. 

He said: “It’s fantastic. I said when I came to 
the club the aim was to get to the Conference 
inside five years and we have done that in four. 

‘When you think, when I took over there 
were three relegations in the four years 
before, the club was in hundreds of thousands 
of pounds of debt and on its knees. Now we 
are out of debt and pushing forward.” 

Target 

Hessenthaler, who joined the club in May 
2007, has never hidden his desire to return to 
management in the Football League, but 
Parmenter hopes he will achieve it with Dover. 

With a league win percentage of 76 per 
cent in his first two seasons in charge at 
Dover, Hessenthaler has once again shown 
his managerial credentials. 

Even though his side are set for Blue 
Square South football next season, the Dover 
boss has set his players the target of finish¬ 
ing the season unbeaten at home and amass 
100 points. 


Site is confirmed for II Motorbase’s rise to prominence 
Fleet’s new stadium II is music to team-owner’s ears

EBBSFLEET United have con¬ 
firmed a site for their proposed new 
stadium. 

The Blue Square Premier club, 
who have played their football at 
Stonebridge Road for 62 years, 
have been eyeing a move away for 
several years. 

Last August, the club released 
plans to build a new stadium with 
a capacity between 5,000-8,000, 
located in the Gravesham area. 

This week, Fleet Group 
Development (FGD), the free-of- 
charge subsidiary group set up to 
work on the new stadium on behalf 
of the club, revealed they have set¬ 
tled on a site in the Gravesham area. 

In a statement released on the 
club’s website, FGD have held talks 
with Kent County Council and 
Gravesham Borough Council and 
are putting together a scheme with 
the enabling developer so a plan¬ 
ning application can be made in the 
next six months.

The Wrotham-based Independent 
British Touring Car team, now run 
under the guise of Airwaves BMW, 
after agreeing a sponsorship deal at 
the start of the season, are favourites 
to achieve their first-ever race win at 
their home circuit this afternoon. 

Last season was the team’s most 
successful year in the championship 
since they formed under the leader¬ 
ship of team owner David Bartrum 
five years ago. The independent 
team battled with the works giants 
of Vauxhall and Seat, picking up six 
podium finishes, which included the 
team’s first in their history. 

It has not been an easy journey in 
British Touring Cars for Motorbase, 
as Bartrum revealed he considered 
quitting the sport after last season’s 
Brands Hatch meeting. 


He said: “At the beginning of last 
year we did think about quitting. We 
had a hard year in 2007 and the 
plans for 2008 had not gone well. We 
had little testing in a new car and 
sponsorship had not gone how we 
wanted. We came out of the first 
round at Brands Hatch with a lot of 
damage to the cars and no points. 

“I thought if it was going to carry 
on like this, especially with a tight 
budget, then we would stop.” 


Bartrum’s perseverance paid divi¬ 
dends as the team went from strength 
to strength. This season they are 
considered title contenders after 
drivers Rob Collard and Jonathan 
Adam topped the time sheets in 
pre-season at the Kent circuit. 

“If we could secure a win in front 
of the fans at our local track that 
would be a fantastic way to start the 
2009 season,” Bartrum said. “I want 
to get that as soon as possible.”

W HEN I returned from the 
England Lions tour of 
New Zealand towards the 
end of last month I could 
not believe the fuss that had been 
made back here over Stuart Clark, 
our new overseas signing at Kent. 

To accuse Kent of disloyalty to England, by 
employing an Australian fast bowler for the 
first part of this coming Ashes summer, is 
simply ridiculous. 

The critics, which I’m sorry to see included 
a number of people at the top of our game, 
said they were unhappy at the prospect of 
Clark - and any other Australian - using a 
spell in county cricket to get themselves fit 
and firing for the Ashes. 

To my mind, this is not only a very blinkered 
and small-minded attitude, but it also shows 
a lack of wider understanding of the game. 

Have not dozens and dozens of current 
English professionals not bettered themselves 
over the years by playing cricket during our 
winters in Australia? 

Almost all of the present England Test 
squad, bar Andrew Flintoff and Steve 
Harmison, have spent huge amounts of time 
in Australian grade cricket in order to get 
their games to where they are now. England 
captain Andrew Strauss is a very good exam¬ 
ple of this, and Kevin Pietersen too. 

I myself have spent much quality time in 
Perth in recent winters, including a spell 
there with the England Academy during the 
2006-07 Ashes when the Australians laid on 
training facilities and good opposition for 
practice matches. 

Michael Vaughan, then coming back from 



injury, was among the players who benefitted 
from that - and, later in England’s tour, 
around six or seven of the Academy squad 
went on to play against Australia in the One- 
Day Internationals. 

Getting players ready to play international 
cricket requires a massive amount of give and 
take between leading nations. 

It is not all take from anybody and given 
our position in the northern hemisphere it is 
definitely as much of an advantage for our 
cricketers to winter abroad in Australia, 
South Africa or wherever as it is for their 
players to come here to play county or club 
cricket for similar reasons. 

Shrewdest 

As for Stuart Clark, I believe he will be one 
of the best overseas signings we have made. 

I know him quite well and he is a very 
strong and good character. He is a wily com¬ 
petitor, a proven performer at the highest 
level and a magnificent addition to the 
dressing room in every way. 

For our other quick bowlers - and especial¬ 
ly the likes of Ryan McLaren, Amjad Khan 
and Robbie Joseph, who all have potentially 


significant international careers ahead of 
them - he will be a tremendous asset, in 
terms of learning things from him and pick¬ 
ing his brains. And he has one of the 
shrewdest brains in the world game. 

Remember when Steve Waugh spent those 
six weeks at Kent during the 2002 season? 

I think I learned more from him then than 
I’ve learned from anyone else in a comparably 
short space of time. It was a real education for 
the 23-year-old batsman that I then was and 
also someone who had just had his first taste 
of Test cricket. 

Speaking of which, I think that my form on 
the Lions tour, and in the ‘Test’ and ‘one-day 
international’ matches we had against New 
Zealand A, has not only set me up superbly 
for the season ahead, but has also kept my 
name very much in the frame for an England 
senior recall, should a place become available 
during the very busy summer which is fast 
approaching. 

It was always going to be a tough trip for an 
opening batsman, as conditions in New 
Zealand always give the new ball bowlers 
something, but I made some decent runs and 
felt in excellent touch throughout the practice 
matches and the games against a strong New 
Zealand A side. 

Captaining the Lions was also a good expe¬ 
rience, although selection and batting orders 
and things like that were very much in the 
hands of the management as we were all 
there primarily to advance our individual 
cases for senior England recognition, rather 
than simply to win matches. 

Joe Denly also finished reasonably well 
with some runs in the three one-dayers 
against New Zealand A and Robbie Joseph 
did okay after suddenly finding himself called 
up from playing for Antigua in the Caribbean 
to replace Amjad Khan who, of course, was 
summoned to the West Indies and ended up 
making his Test debut in Trinidad. 

I hope that both Joe and Robbie will use 
their Lions exposure to kick-on again at the 
start of this season. They both know what lies 
just around the comer for them if they keep 
improving and keep working hard, which 
they do anyway.

Boost for Kent as 
Ford drops out of 
England running 

GRAHAM Ford has taken himself out of 
the running to become England’s new head 
coach, blaming the England and Wales 
Cricket Board’s elongated process in filling 
the position. 

The South African told Kent on Sunday in 
January that he was interested in the job to 
replace Peter Moores, but it appears the 
length of time the ECB have taken in 
announcing an appointment, together with 
the terrorist attack on the Sri Lankan team 
in Pakistan, has made him withdraw his 
application. 

Kent’s director of cricket told a national 
newspaper: “I thought it would be sorted 
out a lot quicker than it has been. 

“I was invited to go on the shortlist and 
told they wanted to interview me for the 
job. But I withdrew my name two days ago." 

The news will be a big boost for Kent as 
they look to make an instant return to 
Division One of the County Championship.

KENT fast bowler Amjad Khan will miss the start 
of the county season with a knee injury that cut 
short his England tour in the West Indies. 

The Danish-born paceman arrived back in 
England this week to have treatment on a 
cartilage injury on the same knee that had previ¬ 
ously sidelined him for 16 months, although it is a 
different injury. 

The 28-year-old could be out for up to six 
weeks, which will be a huge blow ahead of this 
summer’s Test series with the West Indies and 
Australia. 

Kent coach Simon Willis said: “It’s very disap-

pointing for Amjad because he has worked so 
hard to get where he has. It’s the same knee, but 
a different injury. He had an MRI scan before he 
left the West Indies. It’s too early to talk about a 
return date. There’s inflammation of the knee.” 

Khan made his England debut in the last Test 
against the West Indies and his Twenty20 inter¬ 
national bow against the same opponents, but 
missed out on an opportunity in the One-Day 
International series. 


On his return to England, he visited a specialist 
in London with Kent’s physiotherapist, Nimmo 
Reid, in order to assess the extent of the injury. 

Chief executive, Paul Millman, said: “We are 
obviously most concerned for Amjad. 

“We have been in regular contact with Dr Nick 
Peirce, the ECB’s chief medical officer, with regard 
to the nature of the injury and in conjunction with 
the ECB we are ensuring that Amjad is receiving 
the best possible medical advice. 

“It is too early to comment on the extent of 
the injury and I know everyone at the club wish¬ 
es him well.” 
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Chief hits out at clubs ‘mocking ’ s ystem 


OUTSPOKEN Gillingham chair¬ 
man Paul Scally has called for 
tougher punishments for clubs 
that go into administration, claim¬ 
ing they should be relegated and 
denied promotion for three seasons. 

In a week in which Southampton’s parent 
company went into administration, but 
could see the football club escape a 10-point 
deduction, Scally has hit out at clubs that he 
feels are making a “mockery” of the system. 

The Gills chairman has never hidden his 
dislike of teams being deducted points, and 
has instead advocated a system in which 
teams that opt to go into administration, 
suffer more dire consequences. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I do not like this 
points deduction system and in truth it has 
become a bit of a mockery If a club go into 
administration they should be relegated and

not allowed to get promoted for three seasons. 
I do not have any problem with that. 

“These clubs do not go into administration 
lightly, but it may be they have spent money 
on players they shouldn’t have and that gives 
them an advantage they should not have. 

“Rather than having points knocked off they 
should be relegated and only allowed to return 
three seasons later once they have proved to 
the league they have their finances in order.” 

Bournemouth, Rotherham and Luton have 
all been docked points for going into adminis¬ 
tration in League Two, while Wigan chairman 
Dave Whelan this week claimed the debts of 
some Premier League sides are unsustainable 
and wouldn’t be surprised if one of them were 
to go bust. 

The Gills, whose Priestfield ground is also 
owned by a parent company - Priestfield 


Developments Limited - headed by Scally, 
were reported to have borrowed money from 
the Professional Footballers’ Association to 
help with the club’s wage bill. 

Scally confirmed £100,000 was borrowed, 
but declared that it was returned almost 
immediately. 

“We did take a loan until the end of the sea¬ 
son, but in the end we found that we didn’t 
need to take it,” he said. 

“We had money owed to us that didn’t come 
so we took a £100,000 loan in December, but 
the money we were owed arrived so we were 
in a position to hand it back to the PFA in 
January.” 

With the club on the brink of a return to 
League One at the first time of asking, the 
Gills chairman admitted promotion would be 
a big shot in the arm for the club financially 

“Cash is always tight, the same as it is any¬ 
where else and in every other industry but 
we’re doing alright,” he said.
